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PREFACE TO FIRST EDITION. 



I FEAR I shall be blamed by many for my temerity 
in printing what little I have learned during the last 
quarter of a century about the Public Records — especially 
by those who, being better qualified than I to undertake 
the task^ have refrained from doing so, in the hope that 
some day they may bring out a perfect Handbook to 
such Records. 

That none of my critics in posse have taken the 
trouble to print such a work is my excuse for putting 
forward this very indifferent substitute for it. 

The facts are these : I had, from time to time, collected 
a mass of notes for my own use, and found that it was 
very inconvenient to refer to them in MS., so thought 
that if they were printed and well indexed ^ it might 
help beginners, and save them some of the trouble and 
mental worry from which I suffered, when I was first 
let loose on the enormous mass of the Records in Fetter 
Lane and Bloomsbury. 

I am indebted to many friends for help in completing 
this little book, and very especially to my schoolfellow, 
Mr. R. Howlett,2 to Mr. Walford D. Selby,^ Dr. Jessopp,* 
Dr. Marshall (Rouge Croix),^ Mr. C. H. Athill» (Blue 
Mantle), Mr. A. R. Bax,* and to others. 

That I must have made innumerable omissions and 
mistakes I know well enough ; but I ask my readers 
to be merciful, and to send me, more in sorrow than in 
anger, their corrections and additions. If they will all

do so, possibly a second edition may some day be 
issued, in which my correctors will benefit by their 
own corrections. 



PREFACE TO SECOND EDITION. 

That a somewhat large issue of the First Edition has 
been exhausted is my best excuse for issuing the present 
edition, which has been brought up to date and con- 
siderably enlarged, especially in the Index, which is as 
nearly as possible double the size of that in the First 
Edition, and which I have tried to make as comprehen- 
sive as possible. 

It is to a great extent an omnium gatherum of 
references and cross references, not only to the book 
itself, but of entries contained in various other works 
on the Records and of any odd references I have come 
across, especially in the old and practically unindexed 
folio Reports of the Record Commission, and which I 
thought may be useful to the general searcher. 

It may save the casual enquirer much trouble to know 
where to find some sort of a reference when he wants 
to find out something about * contrariants ' or ' cowchers ' 
or * Jornalia ' or ' Passage ' Rolls, or cannot make out who 
was the Master of Toyles, or what they did at the Court 
of the Verge. 

I hope that my efforts to indicate books likely to be 
of use to the reader will not be criticized too freely. 
There are, no doubt, many other works on each subject, 
and possibly several better than those I have recom- 
mended. That I have not come across them is my 
misfortune, not my fault. If there were any demand 
for such a work, an antiquarian digest under subjects 
would not be very hard to compile. 

I must express my especial acknowledgments for cor- 
rections and additions to Mr. E. A. Fry, the Rev. J. T. 
Fowler, Rev. B. H. Blaker, Rev. J. C. Hudson, and Mr. 
R. Whitwell.

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CHAPTEK I. 



In working up a pedigree you should always begin with the 
earliest undoubted fact in youi' possession. 

Aged relations and friends, inscriptions in Bibles, Prayer- 
books, &c. ; deeds, probates, old letters, and tombstones, are 
among the most obvious sources of information : and what is 
obtained from them had better be worked into a tabular form 
before any search is made in the register of the parish in which 
your family resided, as there is often considerable difficulty in 
making out a sketch pedigree from the registers, if the entries 
are numerous, and there were two or more fathers of the same 
Christian and surname having families at the same time. 

Great care should be taken in making notes of the vivd voce 
evidence of aged people : the result should be read over and 
over again to them at as long intervals as possible, and presented 
to them in a different shape each time. 

A name or a date which your informant is utterly unable to 
remember one day will often come to mind after a week or so ;

and, moreover, by the maimer in which your informant adheres 
to or varies former stateinents, you can form a tolerably accurate 
idea as to how much you can rely on them. 

Note everything relating to change of residence, profession 
or occupation, relationship, or connections however distant ; 
for though while you are doing so your notes may seem 
utterly worthless, they may prove of great value to you 
hereafter in tracking out a clue or eking out a coincidence. 

Sooner or later, however, perhaps at your grandfather or your 
great grandfather, or perhaps a step or two higher, you will 
come to the end of your oral, and also of your documentary 
evidence, and the head of your sketch pedigree (vide specimen 
pedigree) is Henry Smith, who died at Fulham in 1768, aged 
76.^ 

It is most likely some of your relations know whence he 
originally came, if he was not a native of the place in which 
he died. In that case search should be made in the parish 
register ' of his reputed birthplace for the baptism of a Henry 
Smith, in or about the year 1693. You can never depend on 
the age being right within a year or two. 

If you find this entry it will give you the Christian names 
of his father and mother, and carry you a step higher ; and 
you should then work the pedigree up by the registers of the 
same parish as long as there are any entries of persons of 
your name. Keep on working out the results in a tabular 
form. 

Possibly, however, you have been mistaken or wrongly 
informed as to the parish in which he was born, or though 
bom he may not have been baptized in it, in which case you 
should try the adjacent churches, and failing in them it may be

as well for you to search the registers of any parishes in which 
any of your family, or connections by marriage, were formerly 
resident, even for a short time. 

If still unsuccessful you will be in the same predicament as 
many who continually advertize ^ in The Times and elsewhere, 
offering liberal rewards for copies of baptismal certificates of 
people known to have been born in certain specified years. ^ 

^ While touching on advertisements let me warn you against the catchpenny 
"next of kin " advertisements, by which rogues try to rob poor people with 
specious tales of unclaimed stock. Most of the statements they contain are 
absolute lies ; e.g., that which one reads every day, about there being above 
ten millions of unclaimed property in the Court of Chancery ; the truth being 
that there is next to none ; and I can only say that in the experience of my 
late father and myself, which covers sixty years, not a single case has 
occurred in which anyone has benefited in the least by any advertisement 
of this sort. I have myself investigated many instances in which what 
seemed most plausible primd facie cases have been put before me at first, and 
have invariably found that the claimants have been ** kept out of their 
property " by — the rightful owners ! The following advertisement, to which 
I will give a gratuitous circulation, is a fine example of the simple faith of a 
claimant : — *' Required, the address of the Solicitor that has the property of 
** one believed to be John Marsh, who died about one hundred years ago. This 
" property supposed to be in Manchester and other places. The Marsh family, 
** of Purbeck in Dorset, believed to be the heirs. This property supposed to 
** be in Chancery. If he will not send his address will he say in what year 
**the will of this property was made, and in what county? — Arthur Marsh, 
**34, Floating Bridge Cottage, Southampton." Since my first edition, the 
matter was mentioned in the House of Commons, and Mr. Jackson, in reply 
to a question, said — *'It could not be made too clear that the amount 
"of money in connection with this fund was not at all to be compared 
** with the extravagant sums mentioned from time to time as standing in 
" particular names by advertizing agencies, who were simply misleading the 
"public for the purpose of making profit for themselves and extracting 
" money out of the pockets of poor persons."

Nominally, the way out of your difficulty is easy; but 
practically, it is very hard. There should be at the different 
Bishop's Registries transcripts of all parish registers of the 
dioceses sent in year by year, and called Register Bills ; and 
knowing the year, nothing theoretically is easier than to search 
the bundle for such year, and find your entry in its proper! 
parish. But, unhappily, this cannot be depended on at all. 
The great majority of the clergy and churchwardens have been 
most remiss in sending in these duplicates, and owing to this 
and the little store set on them by the authorities who should 
be their custodians, but a very small percentage now exist. Still 
they are always worth searching, if only for the off-chance, and 
they have stood me in good stead more than once. The fee 
usually charged is 3«. 4i. a-year. 

As with your oral evidence, however, so with your parish 
register ; you must get to the end of it sooner or later. These 
registers ^vere instituted in 1538, but only very few begin as 
early as this, and 1680 may be taken as a fair average, though, 
unluckily, many begin still later.^ 

But before quitting parochial records altogether, it may 
be as well to enquire for any parish or town books giving 
accounts of rates collected from inhabitants, as they will 
sometimes, though of course but imperfectly, serve to fill 
up a gap in the parish register. In all cities the Freemen's 
Roll is most useful, and is in the custody of the Town Clerk. 
They are especially useful, moreover, to prove the residence 
of anyone in a parish, in which he may not have either been 
born or married, or have died. In many cities, e,g,y London, 
Norwich, &c., a record is kept of all deeds relating to 
dealings with City leases and other properties, and is often 
most valuable. 

The printed Poll Books, of which there is a fine series in the 
British Musuem, begin at the early part of the last century, and

are often very useful as giving the searcher a hint as to where 
persons of his surname were settled in the country. The 
identity of Londoners and other citizens can often be traced by 
looking through the lists of " outvoters " in these Poll Books, 
which shows the Londoner as voting for his paternal county 
property. 

American searchers will find Hotten's List of Emigrants 
(1600-1700), published by Chatto and Windus, 1874, very 
useful, as they will the Licenses to pass leyond Seas, &c. {see 
20th Eeport, p. 131); but are specially warned against all 
advertizing record agents, for rich Americans, in their anxiety 
for pedigrees, are lavish in payment, and are therefore the 
special marks of certain unscrupulous individuals. 

A list of 20,000 works and articles on American pedigrees 
was printed in Albany (New York) by Mr. D. Durrie, and has 
run to several editions. It is well worth looking into by English 
genealogists, for the American millionaire ** spares neither time 
nor gold,*' and often prints details of English pedigrees which 
have never seen the light this side of the Atlantic. Whitmore's 
American Genealogist is an earlier work of the same type. 

If the family about which you are searching were of any impor- 
tance, the Gentleman* s Magazine (from 1731) and Annual Register 
(1758) may be searched for obituary notices, marriages, births, 
&c. The Index Society has just published an excellent Index 
to the Obituary and Biographical Notices in the Gentleman^ 
Magazine J from 1731 to 1780, which of course supersedes the old 
faulty indexes by Ayscough and Nichols, between these dates. 
It also proposes to publish Annual Indexes of Obituary Notices. 
Mr. Farrar is about to print an Index to all the marriages, 1731 
—1868. That for 1880 has been issued. There is also a 
work called the Historical Register, which covers the period 
1714-38. The Heralds' College has a similar record. The 
recent Index to the Timss by Palmer is very useful for the 
late dates, while from 1817-37 there was an Annual Obituary 
and Biography published in 21 vols. From 1891 Mr. Locke 
has published an Annual Register of Births and Marriages. 
Mr. Justin Simpson published in 1861 an Obituary for 
Lincolnshire, Rutland, and Northampton. 



A long list of various collections of obituaries, inscriptions, 
&c., will be found at pp. 231 et seq, of Gatfield's Guide to 
Heraldry and Gertealogy, London, 1892, a very useful but ill- 
digested work. 

If you can obtain access to the Court Rolls of any manors ^ 
which may exist in the parish, they will often be of the 
greatest possible value to you. 

Some information may also be obtained from the local 
•antiquary, or, failing him, from the local solicitor, who is 
generally not indisposed to help you, if he can do so without 
disclosing the title of any client. 

There is one more class of records, divided into localities, to 
which I had better refer before touching on the general sources 
of information, and that is the Subsidy Rolls,'* which will ^ve 
you the names of men taxed in different villages all over 
England in early times. 

Your next and most productive field of labour lies among 
the Wills at the different Registries.® 

You should first search in your own District Registry, and 
after referring to and taking notes of the wills of all your 
own name, who you know to have been of your own family 
or resident in your locality, proceed to do the same with all 
of your name residing in other places. 

Work out the results of each will, in a tabular form, on a 
separate sheet of paper, and put it by till you have done all, 
and then spread out the lot before you, and try to connect 
them. 

Never attempt to theorize or speculate too soon. If you got 
wedded to a theory, you will find yourself unconsciously 
specially pleading in its favour, and not looking at things 
fairly. 

Your District Registry exhausted, try the Principal Registry 
in London, in which are the wills of many of the more important 
country folks.

You have now come to the end of all your MS. and local 
records, and I most strongly advise you never to look at a 
printed book until you have done so. 

When you have done this, you may search the indexes of all 
county histories and other topographical^ and genealogical' 
works, both printed and MS., relating to your locality, which 
are to be found in the museums and libraries mentioned in 
Chapter XIV., and then the Heralds' CoUege, though, if you 
are working up a new pedigree of a non-armigerous family, 
you get little there.* 

On the earlier descents drawn up by Heralds place but very 
little reliance ; but they may be referred to, and you will find a 
list of the Visitations showing what have been printed in 
Dr. Marshall's index mentioned post. There are also lists 
by Sims and in the two Guides. The indexes to these printed 
Heralds' visitations {see Chapter XIV., p. 146), to the printed 
parish registers {see Chapter IX.), to the Collectanea Topographica , 
et Oenealoffica, and its numerous successors, and to the old 
edition of Dugdale's Monastieon, should then be searched. 
If you have access to files of the old county newspapers 
they may be of use to you, but the search is a most laborious 
one. 

Then the mass of available printed matter open to you must 
be attacked. There is much information as to the matches, 
births, and deaths, of armigerous families to be found in Peter 
Le Neve's Memoranda on Heraldry (1695-1729), which is printed 
in the Topogr. et Geneal., ii. 25 et seq. Mawson's Ohtts, &c. 
(1720-1729), now being printed in the Genealogist (new series), ii.

and vii., and Le Neve's Catalogtie of Knights, edited by Dr. 
Marshall for the Harleian Society, with further additions 
thereto, in the Genealogistj 1st series, i., should also be searched. 
Sir William Musgrave's Ohituwry of the Nohility and Gentry was 
begun (some little time ago) to be reprinted by Mr. Foster, vol. 
i. of his series styled Collectanea Genealogica^ but vols. ii. and iii. 
had no more of it, and parts xiv.-xx. were taken up by a modern 
law list, called "Men at the Bar," so I, for one, left off sub- 
scribing to the series. 

Berry's lithographed series of pedigrees for Berks, Bucks, 
Essex, Hampshire, Herts, Kent, Surrey, and Sussex should not 
be forgotten, nor Le Neve's and Norris' MS. Collections for 
Norfolk, and Davy's for Suffolk. 

Then the Marriage Licenses must not be omitted, for they 
give very valuable information as to the parentage and ages of 
the persons named in them. 

The London Marriage Licenses (including Faculty, West- 
minster, &c.), 1521-1869, are printed in one vol. by Mr. Joseph 
Foster, from the original MS. collections of the late Col. 
Chester, and the same collections, but in a less consultable 
form, were printed by the Harleian Society, and issued to 
their members. 

Some extracts from the Marriage Licenses in the Diocesan 
Register at Worcester, are printed in the Genealogist, 1 st series, 
vii. p. 262 ; 2nd series, i. pp. 27, 102, and ii. pp. 52, 150, 212. 

Mr. Gibbons is going to print the Allegation Books (1595- 
1628) for Lincoln, from 1598 (Mitchell and Hughes). 

Funeral Certificates, given by the Heralds, often contain most 
valuable information, for they are certified by the son and heir 
or other near relation of the deceased, and give his marriage, 
family, &c. For specimens of them see Genealogist, new series, 
i. p. 186, ii. p. 85 ; the volume of Lancashire Funeral Certificates ^ 
(1600-1678), edited by Eylands (Eecord Society), 1882; and 
King's volumes of Funeral Certificates (Chetham Society). A 
list was published by G. E. C. in Genealogist, new series, xii. p. 
80. Of course, too, books of Monumental Inscriptions, like 
Le Neve's Monumenta Anglicana, Dingley's History from Marble, 
and the other works mentioned in the footnote to p. 15, will not 



be forgotten.^ Nor, thougli very many of their statements must 
be taken with spoonfuls of salt, is it as well to omit searching 
the various Peerages, Landed Gentry Books, &c., &c. ; one of the 
latter by J. B. Burke contains 100,000 references. 

Other sources worth searching are the Reports of the Historical 
MSS. Commission (which are well indexed) and the Calendars of 
Domestic State Papers,'* while, if the person searched after was 
a clergyman, a 'Yarsity or Public School man, the following 
works may be consulted with advantage: — Oxford — "Wood's 
AthencB Oxonimsis (1691-2) ; a catalogue of all graduates, &c., 
between 1659 and 1850 {University Press, 1851) ; Foster's Oxford 
Matriculations (1581-1886); Foster's Alumni Oxoniensis (1715- 
1886) ; Foster's Oxford Men and Colleges (1880-1892) ; Register of 
thM University of Oxford^ 1449-1571 (Oxford Historical Society); 
Registers of All Souls (Boase), see also Burrows' Worthies of All

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Last, but not least, there will remain to you the contents 
of the Record Office — a mine of material so rich that you 
could not search a tithe of it if you were to spend a himdred 
years there. 

Perhaps the most productive, or rather the easiest searched 
documents there, are the Parliamentary Surveys, Royalist Com- 
position Papers, Feet of Pines, State Papers, and Chancery 
Proceedings, to which you will find reference in the index.i 

But the general contents, the De Banco Rolls, the Coram 
Rege Rolls, &c., are from their immense bulk and chaotic 
arrangement utterly sealed to you, unless you by chance get 
a reference to the roll and skin. The frequently inserted 
advertisement that a certain record agent had an ** index" 
to these De Banco Rolls is most misleading. It is absolutely 
impossible that any one man could index a tithe of them 
in a long Ufe. He'* had an index to his notes or extracts 
only. 

Here I must leave you, with the advice, if you wish to make 
out a perfect and ample pedigree of your family, to undertake 
the history of the district or parish with which they had most 
to do. Things then turn up in most unlikely comers, in records 
which you would never have the pluck to specially search for your 
name ; the meshes of the net of your search grow smaller 
and smaller, and all the whUe you are doing good archaeological 
work. 

One more last word on this subject. It is more honourable 
by far to trace your descent sturdily and clearly to some 
mediaBval yeoman or tradesman, than by straining coincidences,

If you want a sad and degrading 
instance of a highly gifted man and clever antiquary giving 
way to this latter weakness, read *' The Ohandos Peerage Case " 
by Beltz, and remember there are still plenty of Beltzes ready 
to cut you up root and branch, as severely and trenchantly 
as was done in this book.* One H. T. R. is perpetually 
waiting round the corner for you with a bludgeon. So is one 
G. E. C, and what they don*t know is hardly worth knowing.

Perhaps the best thing to begin with is the Church, which 
will probably be the oldest edifice in the parish or place whose 
history you have undertaken to write ; and certainly has inter- 

^ It may be as well for me to say that this title headed this chapter when

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woven with its history that of *taost of the families in the 
parish. 

First copy all the Inscriptions * within its walls, take rubbings 
of the brasses, if any, and note all the heraldry both in the 
windows and on hatchments, but you need not copy verhattm the 
later inscriptions in the churchyard, or at all events you can omit 
the poetry which embellishes them.' 

Note as many of the Entries in the Parish Eegisters ' as you 
can, especially for the earlier years, and at once index up the 
notes you get from them and your visitation of the church. 

Churchwardens'* and Town Books (which will generally be 
found in the church chest) should be dealt with in the same 
way, and you should look in them for entries relating to 
repairs done to the church, the sale of church ornaments, &c. 
They will also sometimes be useful for the lists they give of 
parishioners paying rates or receiving parochial relief during 
periods for which the parish registers may be imperfect. 

Having gone so far, transcribe on separate half sheets of 
foolscap paper (writing on one side only, with a wide margin) 
any printed accounts of the parish which you can find in 
topographical works relating to the county or district, keeping 
them as much ae possible divided into classes, such as (a) the 
Church and its Eectors or Vicars, (3) the Manor or Manors, 
{c) Miscellaneous History. 

^ Some one ought to publish a list of the inscriptions which have been 
printed for each county.

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Note on separate slips of paper every reference they give to 
original documents, but keep on indexing. In iliort, never leave 
an item of newly acquired information unindexed for a day. 

Then go through and check such references with the original 
documents in the Eecord Office, Probate Courts, the Copyhold, 
Enclosure, and Tithe Commutation Offices; the Ecclesiastical 
Commission, the Land Revenue Record Office, and else- 
where, as far as you possibly can, and if practicable, transcribe 
each document at length, always on separate sheets of loose paper 
and never in a book, and you will always then be able to 
arrange your documents in order of date or in any other way 
you wish, and you will never be embarrassed by the arrival of 
fresh matter. Clips like music books with springs at the back 
are sold by most stationers, and are better than a loose portfolio. 

Initial every statement in your printed authority as you verify 
it, and take it as a golden rule never to trust to anyone's work 
but your own.^ 

Having worked up all your references, begin on your own 
account to search for more. 

You cannot begin better than by trying KembU% Codex, 
the Anglo-Saxon and all other published Chronicles, in the Rolls 
and other series, the old edition of the Monasticon, the Calendar 
of Bodleian Charters, &c., for any incidental mention of your 
village in early times. The Monumenta Historica Britannica, by 
Petrie and Sharp, 1 vol. fo. (1848), which sells for about 
£2. 15s., should be consulted for the Saxon period. 

Domesday wiU be tolerably sure to give you some information, 
nor should you neglect the local so-called Domesdays of Exon,

By all means, if possible, obtain access to the early Court 
Rolls of any manors in your parish,* which will afford you a 
great deal of interesting information as to the manners and 
customs of the tenants, and names of localities and fields now 
forgotten or corrupted, and also very many particulars of the 
descent of families. 

From the heads of the rolls which give the names of the 
lords holding the different courts you can make out a skeleton 
descent of the manor or manors, which you can then fill in 
from the inquisitions post mortem ' and wills ^ of the lords of the 
manor, the monuments in the church, the De Banco Rolls, Eeet of 
Fines, and other documents relating to the transfer of land con- 
tained in the Record Office, and enumerated in my third chapter. 

Similar descent should be made, from the same sources, of all 
the most considerable estates. 

Of the more important families who have ever lived in your 
parish you should draw up pedigrees from church registers, 
wills, monuments, inquisitions post mortem, &c., and you 
should see if there are any such already drawn out in the 
JEeralds^ Visitations * or County Histories^ and if so you should 
copy and correct them. 

In aid of these pedigrees, and also to obtain a just idea of 
the number and importance of the inhabitants of your village 
in former times, you should search the Lay Subsidy Rollsy^ from 
the assessments in which you will see who were the more 
important inhabitants, and this will give you a clue in what 
names to search for wills, &c., for the wills of the richer

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inhabitants not only give you information about their families, 
but from containing legacies for the repairs of the church, for 
vestments, tombs, windows, brasses, &c., &c., will often help you 
in working out the account of the fabric of your church. 

The Taxatio JEeelesiastiea ^ (which is an account of the taxation 
of the tenths of all ecclesiastical benefices taken about the year 
1291); the Inquisitiones Nonarum^ (which were inquistions 
taken to assess a subsidy in 1342) ; and the Valor EccUsiastictAB^ 
(which was a survey of all ecclesiastical property taken just 
before the Eeformation), are all worth searching, and being 
printed with good indexes will give you little trouble. 

Rough accounts should be drawn up of the descent of the 
advowson, and of the succession of the rectors or vicars.* 

The former you will be able to collect from much about the 
same sources as the descent of the manor (to which it very often 
belonged), while the latter you will get from the Institution 
Books at the Registry of the Bishop in whose diocese you may 
be, and also to a certain extent from the Institution Books at 
the Record Office, where you should also search the Clerical 
Subsidies^ If the see were ever vacant for any time, you should 
consult the Archbishops' Registers at Lambeth or York for 
the interval. 

if in the Home District, you will find that Newoourt's 
Repertorium Ecclesiasticum Londinense, which contain good 
indexes of incumbents, will help you. 

Details of the lives and connexions of your clergy you may 
obtain from their wills and monuments, the parish registers, and 
from the various works as to the 'Varsities detailed ante at p. 9, 
and you may as well, too, consult Lowndes' Bihliogr, Mantml, 
Woodcock's Ecclesiastical Biography, &c., as the clergy were ever 
a literary class.

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Master's History of Corpus Christi College^ Cambridge^ gives the 
lives of many Norfolk parsons, while Torre's MS8. at York 
contain an immense number of lists of incumbents and par- 
ticulars about them invaluable to the Northern topographer, as 
do the Davy and Jermyn MSS.

Before you begin to write the history of the church itself 
you should see if there are any MS. collections relating to it, or 
old notes of its heraldry or monuments preserved in the British 
Museum or elsewhere. Of course you will take care to go into 
the MS. Department of the British Museum, and see the great 
*' classed catalogues," which the attendants will show you on 
request. Should there be any Chantry, you had better consult 
the Chantry Certificates in the Augmentation Office, taking as a 
text-book Canon Maine's History of the Chantries withiiv the County 
Palatine of Lancaster, 2 vols. (Chetham Society), 1 826.^ 

If your parish is in the Eastern Counties, or in Middlesex, 
you may find a certificate returned into Chancery in Tith 
Richard 11.,^ by some guild held in your parish. Tpulmin 
Smith's English Gilds (Early English Text Society) may be 
consulted as to these, and for printed certificates, see p. 83. 

In any case you will be tolerably sure of finding a certificate 
of the sale or an inventory of church goods made or taken in 
2nd or 6th Edward Yl.a 

The former are especially interesting to the topographer, as 
they give accounts of how the proceeds were spent, generally for

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re-edifying the church, and often contain entries accounting for 
the destruction of the rood-loft, &c., &c. 

Duplicates of these will sometimes be found at the Bishops' 
Begistries. 

Other and later Inventories of Church Furniture and Plate 
are to be found at the Public Eecord Office, for the reign of 
Queen Mary, and at the Bishops' Registries for later reigns. 

The Terriers, which give accounts of the possessions of the 
church in each parish, should be transcribed. One copy should 
be in the church chest, and another in the Bishop's Registry. 

The Visitation Books at the Bishops' Registries, with their 
curious presentments of irregularities, such as of clergy carting 
dung, and so on, will be most valuable to you, if you can 
obtain access to them without having to pay the usual heavy 
fees. 

Should there have been any Ahhey or other Monastic Establish- 
ment ^ in your parish you must, of course, see what accounts of it 
have been already printed in Dugdale's Monastioon and else- 
where.^ Ascertain if possible where its chronicle, chartiQary, and 
ledger books are, and do the best you can to digest them. An 
excellent modern book on the subject is the Customah of Battle 
Ahhey ^ temp. Edw. II., by S. C. Scargill-Bird, and see Jackson's 
Inquisition on the Manors of Glastonhv/ry Ahhey ^ Roxburghe 
Club, 1882. 

There may be a ** compotus" or account of steward, receiver, 
or bursar,® giving minute and interesting particulars of rents 
and expenditure, often specifying the daily diet of the inmates. 

In any case there will probably be something relating to it in 
the Valor Ecclesiasticus,^ before referred to ; in the Acknowledg- 
ments of Royal Supremacy (taken 1534), the Deeds of Surrender 
(same period), and the Particulars for Grants, temp. Henry 
VIII. The last-named series of documents often give detailed 
descriptions of the state of the buildings, &c. ; and you should 
also refer to the " Letters relating to the Suppression of the 
Monasteries," published by the Camden Society.

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Should you wish to make out a list of all its possessions you 
had better go through the files of the Feet of Fines for the 
county in which it is situate, search the Fine Kolls for entries of 
fines paid for licences to alienate, licences in mortmain, &c., and 
try to find a confirmation on the Patent EoU, as the latter will 
recite the previous gifts. So with the first Minister's Account 
after the dissolution ; while, for the subsequent disposal of the 
property, the Particulars for Grants should be looked at, as 
should the enrolments of leases and pensions referred to in the 
49th Report of the Dep. Keeper, xvi. 

If there were any Bang's Castle'^ or other building, you should 
try for mention of it in the Ministers' Accounts, and on the part 
of the Pipe EoUs which relate to your county. If a private 
Castle or old Mansion House, you will probably find the licence 
to fortify or " crenellate " it on the Patent Roll, where all 
such licences were enrolled. 

Licences for free warren or chase,'* or to hold a market or 
fair,' you will also find on the Charter or Patent Roll, as shown 
post^ at p. 113. 

As to Royal Forests you wiU fibid an immense mass of proceed- 
ing at the Record Office, and so you will about Fisheries. Some 
references as to forests will be found in the index, and a 
Calendar of Proceedings as to Royal Forests (5144 membranes), 
Henry VIII. — Charles I., will be found in the 5th Report, pp.

Custumarum, and so on, will serve as guides to you, as will The 
Records of Nottingham (1155-1547), Quaritch; and The Records of 
Oxford (1509-1583), Parker; The Municipal Records of York 
(Davies). Those for Northampton are now in the press (Stock).

(arranged into counties) ; also select cases from the Coroners' Rolls, 1266- 
1429 (Dr. Gross, Selden Society).

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Q-omme's useful Index to Municipal Offices (Index Society), should 
not be neglected. If you want to study the history itself, 
Mere wether* 8 History of Boro%tgh8 and Municipal Corporations 
(1835, 3 vols.) is the standard work. 

The Records relating to Enclosures of Common Lands ^^ and 
awards in respect of them before 1810 (?), ought to be preserved 
by the Clerks of the Peace of the different counties ; and after 
that date are to be found at the Tithe Commutation Office, 3, St. 
James' Square, London, where also is the Tithe Map, with its 
valuable list of field names. A duplicate of the last should be 
with the churchwarden of each parish. If the new large scale 
Ordnance or field map of the parish is issued it should be 
obtained, as it is very valuable to show watercourses, old 
banks, &c. Traces of open field cultivation, as to which see 
Seebohm and others, should be noted. There are generally 
north, south, east, and west fields in each parish. The rights 
of the so-called public (usually the copyholders only) have quite 
a literature of their own, but the leading cases to which to refer 
are Wimbledon and Epping. 

Of course, if your county is within the ambit of such a society 
as the Chetham, the Lancashire and Cheshire, the Middlesex 
Eecord Society, the Somerset Record Society, or the Surtees, 
or has a local Archaeological Society, you will carefully consult 
their ** proceedings" first. Much time would be saved if a 
local digest of the articles relating to each county were compiled, 
as was done for Norfolk in the Index to Norfolk Topography, pub- 
lished by the Index Society. 

Before writing a Parish History you cannot do better than 
go through the ** Series of Queries to be answered,'* which 
were written by Jos. Hunter, and printed by him in the Journal 
of the Archaeological Institute of 1847 (Norwich vol. p. 94).* You

These, as far as regards descriptions of churches, may be 
amplified thus, remembering that in taking notes you cannot 
be too full, either in noting angles or dimensions, for it is 
far easier to run your pen through superfluous particulars 
when you are fairly copying your history than to make another 
journey to the church to get further material you thought 
unnecessary at your first visit : — 

Style or styles of architecture, material or materials. 

Tower, spire ; if tower, whether square, round, or octagonal, &c. 

Any chapels or aisles ? 

By what windows, nave, aisles, chancel, chapel, and tower, 
are lit. Any stained glass ? If so, describe it. 

What roof? Of what material? If old, is it carved or 
painted ? Has its pitch been altered of recent years ? This 
you may often trace from the mark of the old roof, if it has. . 

Any trace of a rood screen, rood loft, or turrets ? 

Any mural paintings ? Brasses ? ^ Encaustic tiles ? ' Incised 
stones ? * 

How seated or pewed. Any cross in churchyard or at 
crossways ? *

As you are strong be merciful. If you can restrain yourself, 
donH discover that your church is of rather earlier date than 
St. Martin's at Canterbury, or is founded on the site of a 
Boman temple. You may be right, but to declare yourself 
will in all probability destroy your credit as a trustworthy 
topographer.

The most important document of this class, of course, is 
Domeiday Book, 1085-6,* the nature of which is too well known 
for me to describe it.

The text of the whole was published by the Government in 
1783, in 2 vols, fo., to which in 1811 were added another 
vol. of Indices with able introductions, and a vol. of supplement 
containing the Exon, Ely, and Winton Domesday s, and the Boldon 
(Durham) Book^ mentioned hereafter. Kelham's Domesday Booh 
illustratedy 1788 (now sells for about 18«. or more), was the first 
separate publication on the subject, and is excellent. 

In 1833 Sir Henry Ellis published a most valuable work, the 
General Introduction to Domesday (in 2 vols. 8vo., now, unluckily, 
scarce and dear, £4. 4«. or so), which supplemented the folio 
edition by giving admirable indexes of the tenants in capite, of 
the persons mentioned as holding lands in the time of the 
Confessor and before the Survey, and of the undertenants at the 
Survey,'* besides a most valuable preface dealing with the 
general scope of the work, and also going into minute ex- 
planatory details. The most excellent handbook to the study of 
Domesday is, however, the Kev. E. W. Eyton's Key to Domesday 
Exemplified by an Analysis (Taylor, 10, Little Queen Street, 1878, 
now sells for about 10«. 6d,) He also wrote Domesday Studies, 
1880-1, being analyses of the Somerset and Staffordshire 
Surveys. Very numerous works have been published on 
Domesday, both on it generally, and as to individual counties. 
Eor a bibliography of them by Mr. Wheatley, and a collection 
of essays more or less valuable on the record, the two vols, 
issued by the Royal Historical Society on the occasion of the 
Domesday Celebration of 1886 may be consulted.

The four books above mentioned were printed by Government, 
with the edition of Domesday published in folio, as above. 

Mr. Qreenstreet printed the Lincolnshire Survey, thought to 
be dated about 1109. 

Besides these ^'Domesday Books" there are several others so 
called, e,g,y The Domesday of St, PauVs (dated 1222), which was 
printed by the late Archdeacon Hall in 1858, for the Camd. 
Society ; The Norwich Domesday ; The Ipswich Domesday ; and T?ie 
Domesday of Chester, in the possession of the Dean and Chapter 
of York. See Cooper, ii. pp. 345-347. 

Next in date and importance to Domesday came the Pipe 
Bolls,^ which are, perhaps, all things considered, the most 
interesting series of records extant. 

For each year there is a great brown roll, broad, long, and 
unwieldy, containing as a general rule as many skins as 
counties, though sometimes, when the year's matter more than 
fills both sides of the skin, there is what is called a residuum 
carried over to some other partly vacant skin. These rolls * are 
mostly in good preservation, and the writing is clear and 
regular ; but the words are abbreviated in a most extraordinary 
way. The series from Henry II. is almost perfect. 

1 No student of the Eecords should be without Madox's History of the 
Exohtquer, which contains a most elaborate and admirable account of the 
Pipe Rolls. Nor should he fail to consult Stapleton*s work on the Ch-eat 
Roll of the Norman Exchequer, published by the Society of Antiquaries in 
1840 (1180-1203.) The learned introduction is very useful to the student 
of the English Pipe Roll, but unluckily it is unindexed ; the third volume, 
which was to have contained the index, never having appeared. Why, it is 
hard to say, considering how wealthy the Society is, and one is tempted to 
say with Arthur Orton, "some folks have money," &o. They have however 
recently published a careful book, an index to the Arehaeologia,

The Pipe Roll Society,' which is most deserving of support, 
will continue to print the Rolls of Henry II., and other records to 
1 200. It published in 1 884 a most useful introduction to the study 
of the Pipe Rolls, with copious lists of abbreviations and a glossary, 
as well as a treatise on the usages of the Exchequer. 

Oxford students may care to be reminded that Nos. 12-17 of 
the Dodsworth M8S.,* No. 4154-9, Bodleian Library, are tran- 
scripts, or rather full extracts, in six folio vols., from early Pipe 
Rolls. Le Neve noted all the early Norfolk Pipe Rolls, and his 
MS. is in my library. 

On the next four pages is given, in the form of a modem 
balance sheet,* an analysis of so much as relates to London and 
Middlesex of the first of the long series of these Pipe Rolls, as 
to the date of which there is no dispute (2nd Henry II.)

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It is hardly necessary to say that the " Pipe " EoU did not get 
its name from having anything to do with pipes in the modern 
sense of the word, any more than the Feet of ** Fines '* had to do 
with penalties. It used to be called the Ghreat Roll, the roll par 
excellence, and its derivation is thought to have been because the 
sheriffs all sent in their accounts as it were through so many 
pipes into the common receptacle or Exchequer. This derivation 
seems rather a far-stretched one, but I have no better to offer. 

Taken as a whole the Pipe Rolls are the most interesting of 
all our national records. To a great extent they are the 
budgets and balance sheets of the ancient Chancellors of the 
Exchequer. They comprise yearly accounts of all the taxes 
collected in the different counties of England, of fines, reliefs, 
escuages, &c., paid by the tenants in capite, whereby their 
descents may be easily traced, of sums paid to the king for 
having justice, or for liberty to commence suits at law. 

But to the antiquary, as compared with the genealogist, the 
interest lies in the entries for disbursements made by the 
various sheriffs, either on their own responsibility or by the 
king's writs. Practically speaking, the king had a banking 
account open with the sheriff of every county. Whenever the 
king wanted to make a payment, he gave a close letter on the 
sheriff of the handiest county, or, as we should say, drew a 
cheque on him. He was not above overdrawing his account 
by the way, for we not infrequently find the pajrments made 
greater than the creditor side of the account; and then the 
sheriff *^ habet de superplus (surplus) '' for so much money, and 
this was seemingly paid him by the sheriff of the following 
year, who enters it as a first charge on the new year's income. 

The sheriff also deducted for the lands which originally 
contributed to the *'farm" of the county, but which the king 
had afterwards given away. Then he accounted for all pay- 
ments made by him for repairing the king's houses or castles, 
for executing criminals and moving them about from place to 
place, for entertaining ambassadors, for rewarding those who 
brought up the heads of outlaws, for purchase and carriage 
of wine and other necessaries for the king's table, for supplying 
venison for the king's table, and so on. The entries which occur 
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in this part of the roll are of the highest antiquarian interest, 
and if it is thought too great a task to publish the whole of the 
roll for the county, it would be very interesting to go through 
the earlier rolls and extract these items, for they cover a very 
interesting period before the date of the earliest of the Close 
Rolls, which begin in the 6th John. 

I cannot say possibly as to Middlesex, but as to several 
other counties, I know as a fact, that the interesting information 
just referred to as contained in these rolls has seldom^ been 
printed, or, as it were, posted up into the county histories. 

Taking the printed sheet as a sort of text for my remarks, 
the first thing that strikes us is the " alms" of 13«. 4d. given to 
the Templars. They were then at Holborn, not moving to Fleet 
Street till 1184. Then we come to the annual allowances to 
William Fitz Otho and William Fitz Ailward. The former is 
calculated at 9d. a day, but I cannot make out at what rate the 
latter is reckoned. Henry the Forester received at the rate of 
98. 6d. a month, while the pension of Nathaniel, the Keeper of 
the King's Houses at Westminster, would seem to be 6J<?. 
a day. 

The oil bought for the Queen's lamps was probably to 
supply votive lights burning before altars, and the infirm of 
London were probably the occupants of some favoured hospital. 
Similarly " the infirm of Westminster," who occur later on, 
may have been the inmates of the Hospital of St. James, 
on the site of which St. James' Palace now stands. The 
next entry, which abbreviated runs **Et pro • quatuor cumb' 
fr' ad munitionem Turris," I cannot translate to my liking. 
"Quatuor cumbse frumenti," would be the natural reading, but 
the price (£6. Ids, lO^d.) seems to put this out of the question. 
Fr. is probably for iron. 

The amount paid for moving the king's treasure to Shoreham 
would seem to prove that Old Shoreham in Sussex was probably 
meant, though, as there was formerly a castle at Shoreham near 
Sevenoaks in Kent, the king may have been staying there.

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Ten pounds for shields and saddles, and no less than £96. 1 2#. %d. 
for a pavilion, apparently gilt, are large sums, considering the 
then value of money. 

Humfrey Pincewerre, who is called the King^s approver, was 
probably so called because he had become what was afterwards 
called ** king's evidence," though he may have been one charged 
with letting out the king's manors. 

**Pollardus" may have been a personal name, and so may 
have been "Pipelorius," but considering the company in which 
they occur, it is curious to note that ^^PoUardus" is an obsolete 
word for bebased money, and that **Pipoli" is given by 
Ducange as having the meaning of ** convictio." 

The entry " pro una domo ad comburendum unum latronem " 
is a very curious one, and it is hard to say in what sense we are 
to read "domus" here. One can hardly suppose that our 
ancestors, like the roast pig burners celebrated by Charles Lamb, 
had not yet discovered that a man could be burnt to death with- 
out sacrificing a house, and all I can suggest is that something 
in the nature of a hut or hovel (let us hope of green wood, so 
that he was speedily suffocated), was built round the stake, so as 
to hide the execution. 

The only thing at all bearing on the subject I have been able 
to find is in the Lawi of the Miners of Mendip, published in 
1687, quoted in the 1st series of Notes and Queries, vol. ii. p. 498, 
where it is laid down that anyone stealing ore of the value of 
IS^d, was to be put with his tools into his house, and every- 
thing set on fire about him. 

No punishment could indeed be more cruel than those inflicted 
under our early kings. The next entries refer unmistakably to 
the barbarous mutilation of three prisoners, one a forger of the 
king's money, and another the unhappy defeated combatant in 
a wager of battle, who was, of course, doomed to pass the rest 
of his life in a cloister. 

It is noteworthy, by the way, that this roll twice refers to 
Henry de Essex, the King's Standard Bearer, as being high in 
favour and receiving grants and remissions from the king. 
Only a very few years after he too was accused of cowardice, 
defeated in a duel, and relegated to Beading Abbey. 
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The entries, both in the **Aid" and in the **Danegeld," of 
allowances made for ^^Wasta/' are very noteworthy, and mark 
how severe must have been the sufferings inflicted by the recent 
wars in the time of Stephen. £20 are remitted out of £120 for 
the Aid, and £10 out of the £85 odd of the Danegeld. The 
same thing is shown by the shortness of the roll and the paucity 
of the entries, compared with the earlier roll usually ascribed to 
31 Henry I. 

In the Danegeld account the allowance to the Archbishop of 
"superhidage" proves that the Danegeld was originally rated 
at so much a hide, and that by some means or another, either by 
mistake or from the Archbishop having sold some of his lands, 
he had been debited with too much, and that this overcharge 
was allowed him by way of deduction. 

The Barons or Knights of Warengeford I take to have 
been the ** Barons" of Wallingford, but speak under all 
correction. 

A few words to conclude with as to the accountant's work on 
these rolls may not be out of place. The roll, so far as relates 
to London, is not a favourable specimen of early city book- 
keeping. In the account of the farm of London the debtor 
amount is not set out, though from the creditor items coming to 
£407. 9s, lid. for the three-quarters of the year, it would seem 
that yearly farm must have been about £543. 

In the account of the Aid there is an error of U. in the casting 
of the exemptions, which should be £14. 16«. id,, and not 
£14. 15«. 4d, as on the roll, and the whole account does not 
balance by 6s, lOd, It is possible, however, that this apparent 
surplus may have been for the dealbation ^ of some part of the 
payments into the Treasury ; but I do not think it is likely, as 
the dealbation is apparently always specially mentioned, and 
the only mention of blanched silver is in the statement of the 
farm of the city, where the balance due to the king is said 
to be £71. \s, lOrf. ** blanch," whereas my casting makes it 
£71. 15«. 3K 

The account of the Aid of the county both casts up and 
balances correctly. 

^ The reckoning at assay value. 
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Connected, to a certain extent, with the Pipe Bolls are the 
class of documents known as the Miscellanea of the Exchequer ^ of 
which there are seventeem vols, of MS. Calendar in the Round 
Search-room at the Record Office, but several of these volumes 
are now superseded by a new MS. Calendar, arranged under 
accounts, &c. They include all manner of documents, such as 
inquisitions, inventories, &c. For a report on them, see 1st 
Report, p. 123 et seq,; and on the Miscellaneous Records of the 
Queen^s Remembrancer of the Exchequer^ see 40th Report, p. 467. 
Cole published in 1 844 a volume styled Documents illustrative of 
English History in the Thirteenth and Fourteenth Centuries, obtained 
from Records %n the Exchequer, 

From time to time, on great occasions or epochs, when the 
collections of important Aids were about to be made, elaborate 
books which belong to the Miscellanea just referred to, contain- 
ing statements of all who held in capite of the king, and to a 
certain extent of subinfeudations, were compiled by the clerks of 
the Exchequer for the use of the collectors, partly from returns 
made by the tenants and partly from the information given by 
the earlier Pipe Rolls. 

These books bear some resemblance to Domesday, in so far as 
they are divided into counties, but give no description of the 
land, which is only specified by the knights' fees.i 

The earliest of them (if we except The Rotulus de Dominabits, 
&c., a survey of 31st Henry II., which relates to widows and 
orphans only, and was printed by Stacey Grimaldi), is the Liber 
Niger Scaccarii, compiled temp. Henry III. It is made up {i.a. ) 
of the returns of the tenants in capite in 1166, who certify how 
many knights' fees they hold and the names of those who hold 
or held them. This has been printed twice, once by Heame in 
1728, and again in London in 1771. A detailed analysis of its 
other contents will be found on pp. 168-9 of Thomas' Handbook, 
and descriptions of the MS. are on pp. 39-46 of Sims' Manual, 
and in the 1837 Rept. p. 167. 

Liber Rubeus Scaccarii, compiled about the same time as the

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last, nothing later than 15th Henry III., contains another copy 
of the 1166 returns, and much other matter from the Pipe Rolls 
and other sources. It has never been printed,^ but is fully 
described in Sims' Manual, p. 4 1 ; Thomas' Handhoohy p. 255 ; 
and in the Record Report of 1837, pp. 166-177. A separate 
account of it was printed by Hunter in the 1837 Report, and in 
his ** three Indexes." It contains the only known fragment of 
the Pipe Roll of 1st Henry II., and copies of the important 
Inquisition returned in the Exchequer in 13th John. 

The 2'esta de Nevill or Liher Feodarum is a similar book, which 
contains an account of those who held of the king in capite, and 
has been printed in one fo. vol. by the Record Commission in 
1807 ; but the words on the title page, temp. Hen. III. — Edw. I., 
are most misleading, for some of the references are as early as 
Richard I., and many are of John. Roughly speaking, they are 
all prior to 1250. Cooper, i. p. 259, considers it was compiled 
near the close of Edward II. or the beginning of Edward III., 
partly from inquests taken on the presentments of jurors of Hun- 
dreds before the justices itinerant, and partly from inquisitions 
upon writs to the sheriffs for collecting scutages, aids, &c. This 
document is not " of record,'' «.^., not evidence (Rot. Pari. ii. pp. 
70, 71). For a facsimile of part of it «^« 1819 Report, No. xxv., 
and for the best account of it, nee Scargill-Bird's Ouide, p. 115. 
See also an article by Sir H. Barkley, QenealogM^ new series, v. 
pp. 35-75. 

The MS. preserved in the Record Office, and known as The 
Book of Aids, is dated 20th Edward III. (1327), and is a 
splendidly written MS. of 318 pp., giving an account of the 
knights' fees for nearly every county. 

This has never been printed, except for Norfolk, which I 
published in vol. i. of the Norfolk Antiquarian Miscella/ny, and for 
Kent in the Archaologia Cantiana. 

There may also be found much about knights' fees in the

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Crown Plea Rolls, in which there are numerous presentments 
like these ^: — 

"That William, son of Isaac de Felmingham, holds lands 
worth 40«. a year in Bekham of the king, but they do not know 
by what warrant, therefore let it be enquired into." 

"That Richard de Playz holds a knight's fee, and is of full 
age, but is not yet a knight ; therefore," &c. 

The Hundred RolUy taken under a Commission of 2nd Edward I. 
(1274), which is said to have been issued to enquire about 
abuses which had grown up during the reign of Henry III., 
also contain much about knight's fees, though primarily the 
presentments are of the claims and unjust claims of privileges, 
such as free warren, frankpledge, and assizes of bread and ale, 
and so on. Some were printed by the Record Commission in 
folio (2 vols.), and now can be bought for about £4. A fac- 
simile of entries on them will be found in 1819 Report, Nos. Iv. 
and Ivi. Many others were not printed, a fact not generally 
known. A list of those which have not been printed will be 
found at pp. 129-140, of Scar gill- Bird's Guide. 

The Placita de Quo Warranto ^ taken a few years afterwards, 
which have also been printed in one vol. fo., may be bought now 
for about £2. 10«. A facsimile is in the 1819 Report, No. Ivii. 

KirhyU Quest, taken 35th Edward I., was an enquiry as to the 
tenures of tenants in capite of certain northern counties, and 
the Yorkshire portion has been well printed by the Surtees 
Society in 1867. See an excellent article on it by Sir H. Barkley, 
in OeneaL, new ser,, iv. p. 52. 

Book of Knights^ Fees^ 6th Henry VI. (Misc. Exch. Queen's 
Remembrancer, vol. iv.), and see the other later records 
mentioned by Scargill-Bird, on pp. 115 et seq. of his Guide, 

The next class of Records which relate, more or less, to 
knights' fees and subinfeudation are the Oblata or Fine Rolls, 
which are records of the Chancery upon which writs of diem 
clausit extremum, of seizin on heirs doing their fealty or homage 
for the lands of a deceased,'^ custody of heirs, liveries of seizin,

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of dower, license to remarry, to leave England, to have letters of 
protection, and so on. The Oblata begin 1st John, and the 
Fines in 6th John. 

Selections of these Fine Eolls have been published by the 
Government under the following titles : —

There is a MS. continuation of the extracts for the reigns of 
Edward I. and part of Edward II. in the Eound Eoom of the 
Record Office, with indexes nominum only, and not locorum. 
A specimen of a short tabular calendar of a Fine Roll is at p. 74 
of the 1837 Report. There is a fine index of names and places for 
Elizabeth, James I., and Charles I., in Palmer^ Index^ No. 7. 

If the tenant in capite wished to give away land to a 
monastery, or if anyone begged for the grant of a fair or a 
market, the question whether the gift or grant would be in- 
jurious to the Crown was tried on an Inquisition ad quod damnum^ 
a calendar of which from 1st Edward 11. to 38th Henry VI. has 
been printed, forming Part 2 of the Calendarium Rot, Chartar., 
the whole vol. now selling for about 158,

The grant or charter ^ formed the earliest and simplest way of 
transferring land, and of early charters immense numbers are 
preserved in various places. 

Many Saxon charters were collected by Kemble in his Codex 
Diplamaticus ; by Thorpe (under the title Diplomatarium AngUcum

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^vi Saxonicif 1865), a recent and most valuable work, the 
*' Handbook to the Land Charters and other Saxonic Documents,''^ by 
Professor J. Ecurle (published by the Clarendon Press, and 
containing 450 pp. of charters, and 110 of introduction); and 
a work " Cartularium Saxonicwn,^* is now being published by the 
voluminous Mr. Walter D. Q. Birch, which also treats on the 
same subject, but is of no great value. Other Saxon charters 
have been facsimiled by the photo-zincograph process at the 
Ordnance Survey Office, — see 45th Report, p. 381, and 46th 
Eeport, pp. 127 and 403. The Pipe EoU Society published a 
volume of sixty-nine early charters before 1200 as its 10th vol. 
(1888). 

Thousands of charters of various ages are in the British 
Museum among the Additional and other MSS., and are partly 
calendared in the printed indexes. 

A general MS. Index to Charters is now in existence, and can 
be consulted in the Becord Office Search Room, but in the Great 
Room of the MSS. Department are much larger classified cata- 
logues of MSS., including even individual letters, as well as 
charters, but many more references can be obtained from the 
written calendars in the MS. room. 

The charters and rolls preserved in the Bodleian Library at 
Oxford were calendared by the late Mr. W. H. Turner, though 
not too well. The volume was published in 1878, and has 
150 pp. of index in double columns and small type, but it is fuU 
of errors and misreadings. 

At Lambeth there are thirteen fo. vols, of charters, &c. 

Lately two splendid volumes of Calendars of Ancient Deeds in 
the PubHc Record Office have been published with excellent 
indexes, and are storehouses of information. 

At the Record Office there is a series of forty-one rolls, called 
the Carta Antiqum,^ consisting of 12th and 13th century 
transcripts of royal and other charters from Ethelbert to 
Henry lEE. Of these a calendar was publishedflby Sir Joseph 
AylofEe (4to. 1774), the title being A Calendar of Ancient Charters

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and Scotch and Welsh Rolls in the Tower of London, which now sells 
for about 7s, 

The enrolments on the Charter Eolls ^ (1 199-1483) practically 
form a continuation of this series. Those for King John were 
published in full by the Eecord Commission in fo. in 1837, 
Rotuli Charta/rum in Twrr. London Asserv. A calendai* of the 
whole series in 1803, under the title of Calendarum Rvtulorum 
Chartarum et Inquis. ad quod damnum, &c., now sells for about I5s. 

All these are royal charters, no private deeds being among 
them. 

For a modem calendar of early royal charters, see 29th 
Eeport, pp. 7-48, and 30th Keport, pp. 197-211. 

There is also another collection, also called Carta Antique, 
formerly in the Augmentation OflB.ce, which are the deeds 
belonging to the dissolved monasteries. See list in 20th Report, 
p. 79 ; but the most valuable collection of original deeds will be 
found among the Chapter-house Records. A calendar of them 
is now in progress. The Chancery and Augmentation Ofl&ce 
Deeds are also being calendared. See 48th Report, p. 8. For 
the Duchy of Lancaster Charters see p. 61. 

Other deeds were also enrolled for safe custody on many of the 
regular series of RoUs, even on the Pipe Roll. 

In the reign of Henry VIII. there was an Act to compulsorily 
enrol all deeds either in the County Records (there are many for 
Norfolk in the Shirehall) or on the De Banco Rolls (Common 
Pleas), and of the latter there is an ** Index " from Michaelmas, 
20th Henry YII., but only under counties, without any 
lexicographical or even alphabetical arrangement. Still it is 
better than nothing. The first part of this index, or rather 
calendar (20th Henry VII. to 31st Henry VIII.) is contained on 
pp. 124-157 and pp. 160-214 of the first vol. of the Recovery 
Indexes mentioned hereafter ; vol. i. of the Beed Index, beginning 
1555-1629, and containing 352 pp. There is also a "Deed 
Index,*' 5 vols.^ 1555-1836, referring to df^ds on the Common

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and Recovery Rolls. A printed inventory of them will be found

There are also some enrolled on the Queen's Bench Rolls, and 
a great many on the dorses of the Close Rolls. 

Of the more recent of these there are sixty-eight vols, of calen- 
dars in the Long Room, beginning 1574 and ending 1881, which 
from 1698 give the counties. This is a most valuable series. 

Nearly every city of any importance had its Register, into 
which were copied all the deeds either from or to the corporation ; 
and some like London and Norwich kept regular entry books of 
all deeds which required licences ; while monastic chartularies 
are even more common, and will be dealt with later on. The 
Historical Charters of the City of London have been published 
by Mr. W. D. G. Birch. 

A form of the ordinary charter and its endorsed livery of 
seizin will be found in Appendix I., p. 162. 

By Acts of Parliament passed in the reigns of Queen Anne 
and George II. Registries of Deeds were constituted for the 
counties of Middlesex and Yorkshire. 

The Middlesex Registry, which used to be in Great James 
Street, Bedford Row, under the care of the late Mr. Stahl- 
schmidt, the Deputy Registrar (himself a well-known and able 
antiquary), is now incorporated with the Land Registry Office, 
and has been moved to No. 33, Lincoln's Inn Fields. The 
earlier indexes, which date from the 7th Anne, are alphabetical, 
and of surnames only ; but of late years there is an admirable 
lexicographical index. The fee for searching the index is 2«., 
and an extra shilling for looking at every three documents. 
Nothing may be copied. 

The East and West Yorkshire Registry dates from about the 
same period, and have branches at Beverley and Wakefield. 
The North Riding dates from 8th George II., and its office is at 
Northallerton. Thepe. is also a registry for deeds relating to the 
Bedford Level. 

So much for the Charters and Deeds. We now come to a 

series of documents which cover an unbroken period of over six 

I centuries, and have no parallel in the records of any other 
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country. I mean of course the Feet of Fines, which begin in the 
reign of Richard I., and which were practically deeds trans- 
ferring land, though nominally the ** finis " or end of a fictitious ^ 
suit. 

Fines," which operated nominally as an amicable arrangement, 
putting an end (finis) to hostile suit in the King's Court, early 
became a popular method of conveyance, not only from their 
efficacy, but from the safety ensured to a purchaser, by the fact 
, of a duplicate of each fine being preserved of record in the 
custody of the court. These duplicates being preserved and 
arranged in counties, might have served as the germ of a 
general Law Registry ; and indeed, before the Act for Abolition 
of Fines and Recoveries, the solicitor of a purchaser of landed 
property used to search in the vendor's name, just as he now 
does in the Middlesex or York Registry. 

On their value to the topographer, and to a less degree to the 
genealogist, I need not dilate, though I may remind my readers 
that the earlier fines give minute accounts of the transfer of 
advowsons, manors, &c., at a date when deeds are excessively rare. 

Occasionally we find in them entries interesting for other 
reasons. Thus, Humphry de Herlham in 8th Ric. I., sold, for 
a hundred shillings, land to Ralph de Herlham (possibly his 
brother) for his equipment to Jerusalem, probably in the fifth 
Crusade then being instituted by Pope Innocent III. ; and the 
objection naturally felt by large landowners to their sub-tenants 
giving land into mortmain is well instanced by Eva, daughter of 
Hawis de Morlai, granting lands to Ralph de Torcy and his 
assigns — * * preeterquam viris religiosis." The nominal con-

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siderations for the grants are sometimes noteworthy — as, a pair 
of white gloves, a pair of spurs, a pound of cummin, and a 
pound of pepper, or sixpence. 

The early Fines are written triplicate in a very small writing, 
on parchment. The foot (the official part of the document) 
retained in court was written to the left, thus; and the two 
parts — one for each party — ^to the right, thus —

Each part is about as long as, but narrower, as one's hand, 
indented or notched along the top, and are, as a rule, in good con- 
dition ; but the following transcript (printed as closely as this 
kind of type will do it) of one of them will give a better idea of 
their foi*m and contractions than any description, however ample.

concerning which an assize of mort d'auncestor was summoned 
between them in the aforesaid court. 

Namely, that the said Adam granted to the said Robert and 
his heirs all the aforesaid land with (its) appurtenances. To 
hold of him and his heirs, paying therefore yearly sixpence, 
and for every twenty shillings of scutage sixpence, and for 
more more, and for less less, for all service. 

And the said Robert for this grant gives to the said Adam 
three bezants. — ^Norfolk.

was summoned before them in the said Court, that is to say, that the said 
E F has acknowledged the aforesaid tenements to be of the right of him 
the said D, as those which the said D hath of the gift of the said 
E F ; and those he has remised and quit claimed from him the said E F ; 
and moreover the said E F hath granted for him and his heirs, that they 
wUl warrant to the said C D the aforesaid tenements against him, the said 
E F, and his heirs for ever. And for this acknowledgment, remise, quit 
claim, warranties, fine, and agreement, the said D hath given to the said 
£ F £ . . . sterling. 
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The volumes published by the Eecord Commission in 1835-44, 
under the title of Fines sive Pedes Finiumy^ relate to the reign 
of Bich. I. only, reach only from Beds to Dorset; nor from 
their commencement until 1st Henry Yiil. are there any 
calendars, let alone indexes, to them.'* The "Indexes to the 
Fines," » which are in the Eound Eoom, consist of forty-five 
volumes of calendar, which is arranged in terms and counties, 
the entries as running on the Entry Book (see next page), 
except that the number and the attorney's name is omitted, 

The Calendar goes on to Michaelmas, 32nd George 11. (vol. 
xlv.), where it stops as far as the Round Room is concerned; 
whether the rest of it is in existence I have been unable to 
ascertain. Anyhow, there is no more on the shelves, and vols, 
xlvi. et seq,y which serve as a continuation, are really part of 
another series (of which earlier vols, exist). These latter vols, 
have been improperly bound and lettered as though part of the 
** Index" series, which is very confusing, and they only give 
the surnames of the plaintiffs and defendants, and the name of 
the plaintifPs attending. 

The Books of ^Entries of the Fines, however (most of which 
are in the Round Room),* and of which there are fifty-four 
vols., from 1611-1829, seem to fiU up the gap,* giving the 
information thus —

Other ways of getting references to fines there are, as by 
searching the ** Covenant Book " and the ** Concords of Fines; " 
but as they are generally more troublesome to find, and give 
less satisfactory information when found, I think the three 
series above detailed will suffice. 

It may be said here that Durham, being a County Palatine, 
had its fines separately, which, until recently, were kept up in 
the North. They are in a very bad state, and have no calendar 
whatever. 

What has been done to calendar these invaluable records, 
the backbone of every pedigree and county history, is shown 
in the table below, where I may boastfully point out, that the 
only county — and that, far the heaviest in entries — which has 
been calendared and indexed^ throughout is that of Norfolk, 

be fonnd under the separate head of ** Civitas," between Cantebr. and 
Comub. (e) If in a town, under " villa," between Suth. and Warr*. (d) If 
in London, under a separate entry — not under ** Middlesex."

If my reader wishes to search for any county which is not 

lucky enough to possess a special calendar, he will find 

Lansdowne MSS. 306, 307, and 308, at the British Museum 

a great help, for the entries are arranged in counties in a 

tabular form, and the great labour of searching the file of fines, 

which have to be specially written for in bundles of twenty-five, 

will be saved. When he finds the fine he wants, he can 

note the term and year in which it was levied, and then go 

to the Eecord Office and write for the original file. Why the 

Eecord Office have not long ago had a transcript of these MSS. 

made and placed on the shelves of the Eound Eoom, is one 
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of those mysteries which will probably never be solved. The 
three volumes are in all probability the original entry books 
which have gone astray from the proper office, and have a 
special value of their own, inasmuch as they often record 
fines now lost from the files. 

Nearly following the Lansdowne MSS. just referred to, 
we have the fine Calendars of the Fines, by Le Neve, for 
Rich. III. and Henry VII. (vol. xxii. in the Eound Room, which 
bears a modern and incorrect label, ** Divers Counties," and 
which is indexed in vol. xxvi.), for Henry VIII. {id., vol. xxiii. 
and xxiv., not arranged in counties however), and Edward VI., 
and Philip and Mary {id., vol. xiv., having dissected indexes of 
places under counties, and an alphabetical list of surnames.) 

For the reigns of Richard I. and John there are, I believe, 
full extended transcripts of the fines of all counties, which were 
prepared for publication in the series which came to an untimely 
^nd with Dorset. 

If these were indexed and placed on the Search Room shelves, 
they would be a great boon to those who cannot read the old 
hand. It seems to me that if it were generally known that plain 
copies of the fines for these two early reigns were in existence, 
and could be transcribed for the press by unskilled labour, many 
county societies would be ready to print those relating to their 
own county. 

Analogous to the Fines, and like them the offspring of a legal 
fiction, were the Recoveries,^ which were judgments obtained in 
fictitious suits brought against tenants of the freehold, in conse- 
quence of the default made by the person who ** vouched to 
warranty " in the suit. 

The farce was gravely enacted thus : — The man who wanted 
to sell or charge the land allowed the intending purchaser to 
bring an action against him for it. Instead of defending this 
action by showing his title, he called upon some one (usually the 
crier of the court) who was supposed to have sold the land to 
him at some previous time, and to have then warranted him a 
good title. The vouchee appeared, and admitted the soft 
impeachment, and took on himself the defence of the title. 
^ See Gruifie on Fines and Recoveries, cited ante. 
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Then the plainti£E " craved leave to imparle" with the vouchee, 
and walked out of court with him. Soon the plaintiff returned ; 
but the vouchee, presumably overcome by the cogency of the 
plaintiff's arguments, and seeing the hopelessness of defending 
the title, did not. The court then solemnly' called him thrice to 
come in and defend, but he never did, so the formal judgment 
was in favour of the plaintiff : the defendant, at the same time, 
recovering against the faithless vouchee " lands of equal value " 
for his breach of warranty, a judgment which did not materially 
affect the peace of mind of the crier. 

Such was the clever scheme invented by the monks to evade 
the statute of mortmain, for they did not ** purchase" the land 
or have it given them, but only ** recovered ** what they said 
was theirs as of old title. An Act passed 13th Edward I. 
crippled this ; but afterwards they were brought into use again 
to evade the Statute de Donis, which had forbidden alienation 
by tenants in tail, and in 12th Edward IV. it was established^ 
that a recovery suffered by a tenant in tail effectually barred his 
issue and the remainder men. They then, of course, became 
very frequent. 

On the recovery, seizin had to be given by the sheriff, and the 
award of the writ of execution was entered on the recovery. 
The recoveries should have been entered on record, but many 
were not, especially between the reigns of Anne and George H., 
which default occasioned the Act 14th George II., cap. 20. 

The Remembrance Bolls of the Common Pleas begin 36th 
Henry VIII. 

The inventory of the Recovery Indexes is to be found at 
p. 127 of 3rd Report, Appendix 11. The *4ndex" to the Re- 
coveries begins Michaelmas, 22nd Henry VII. ; but until 
4th Anne, 1705, it is not arranged in counties, and is simply a 
list. It is in the Long Room.

The Rolls of the King's Court or Curia Eegis ^ end with the 
reign of Henry III.,' Edward I. having then split up the 
jurisdiction into three by the constitution of (a) the King's or 
Queen's Bench, (h) the Common Pleas or Common Bench, and 
{e) the Exchequer of Pleas. 

Before this subdivision, the Rolls were sometimes styled — 
Domino Rege in Parliamento suo, or 
,, „ et consilio suo, or 

Placita Coram-/ Concilio Domini Regis, or 

Domino Rege et locum suum tenentibus, or 
A B justiciar' Angliee, and so on. 
A folio vol. of selections from these rolls, from 6th Richard I. 
to 20th Edward II. was printed in 1811 by the Government, 
under the title of ** Placitorum Abbrevatio."* A facsimile of a 
part is in Nos. xxvi., xxvii., and xxviii. of 1819 Report, and now 
sells at a low price. 

It must be borne in mind that this is a selection, and a small

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selection indeed only of the vast mass of rolls wliicli are extant ; 
and moreover, that the selection was made by Agarde, who as 
a rule was on the look out for entries relating to well-known 
families, and preferred to print them rather than entries which 
might have a greater historical interest to us now. Very few 
extracts indeed were given about criminal matters. The whole 
(?) of the rolls for Eichard I. and the 1st year of John were 
published in 2 vols. 8vo. by Sir F. Palgrave in 1835, under the 
title of RotuU Curia Regis, which sells for £2. 2«. About 
twenty-five membranes, temp. Eichard I., remain in MS., but 
will be printed by the Pipe Roll Society. Later selections have 
been recently published by the Selden Society, commencing 
in 1200, where these leave ofP. When the split was made, the 
King's or Queen* 8 Bench still retained exclusive jurisdiction over 
criminal proceedings, which were held on what was called its 
'* Crown side,*' and which are dealt with in my next chapter 
under Crown Plea Rolls, all other actions being brought on 
what was called its '* Plea side." For an account of the records 
of the Queen's Bench see 1800 Report, p. 112; and 1837 
Report, p. 131 ; and as to the more modem records see 2nd 
Report, pp. 50-57. 

The Court of Common Pleas or Common Bench, whence its 
rolls were commonly called De Banco Rolls, claimed exclusive 
jurisdiction over land. These rolls ^ were again eventually sub- 
divided, being separated into the Placita Communia and the 
Placita Terrae. These De Banco Rolls contain material enough 
to supply illustrations to every English pedigree ^ for nearly 
every family must have had a dispute about land at some time 
or another, and the pleadings very often give long descents and 
proofs of the greatest value. 

Unluckily, however, the entries on the roll were written down 
just as they happened to come in, one after the other, without

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the sliglitest attempt at arrangement, and tlie bulk of the rolls 
is so immense that a lifetime would not suffice to search them. 
I know it is said that private indexes exist; ^ but they cannot 
include a hundredth part of the entries, even if so much. Eor 
example, there are 151 rolls, containing 102,566 skins, for the 
single reign of Henry VIII. There are Doggett or Judgment 
Eolls, which serve as indexes from 1509 ; and Doggett Books 
from 29th Charles II. For an account of the details of the 
modern records of the Common Pleas , see 2nd Beport, pp. 57-61 ; 
General Eeports on the records of this court are in the 1800th 
Eeport, pp. 120, 127, and 213b; and 1837 Eeport, p. 132. 

The Exchequer of Pleas, the third Court, was supposed to be 
devoted to litigation arising directly or indirectly from debts 
due to the Crown, but of late years jurisdiction in general 
matters was obtained by a fiction by which the plaintiff alleged 
that he was a debtor to the Crown, and that through the 
defendant not paying him, he in turn was **the less" able to 
settle with the king, a fiction technically known as ** quo 
minus." 

For excellent (but unindexed) Calendars of the Special Com- 
missions of the Exchequer, from Elizabeth, see 38th Eeport, pp. 
1-1482; and of the Depositions by Commission, 38th Eeport, pp. 
150-775; 39th Eeport, pp. 307-531; 40th Eeport, pp. 1-466; 
41st Eeport, pp. 1-670; and 42nd Eeport, pp. 1-312, which 
carries the calendar down to 34th George n. This is probably 
the most useful calendar yet produced by the Eecord Office.

An Index to the orders, decrees, and enrolments of this Court, 
from Edward I. to George III., is said to be in the Inner Temple

A volume of old calendars, 
the counties are in the margin, and the arrange- 
ment chronological. This is very valuable and 
useful, and should be indexed. 
{c) Entries and Decrees, James I, to Charles II. Old 

indexes, id, 
{d) Decrees, 10th to 28th Charles I. Old index, counties in 

the margin. 
{e) Decrees and Orders to present time. Thirteen small 
vols, of indexes.* 
A return as to the records of the Exchequer Chamber is in 
the 1800 Report, p. 215b. 

Very many actions and other matters are enrolled on the 
rolls of the Exchequer, and to these there are twenty MS. vols, 
of calendar, with alphabetical indexes in eighteen vols. These

are in the Round Room. Unluckily, they are only arranged in 
the first three letters, and not entirely lexicographically. 

I may here mention that from the early part of the reign 
of Henry VIII. there are what are called Doggett {q.d. Docket) 
Rolls belonging to each of the three Courts,.^ containing short 
entries of the Pleadings, Judgments, &c., which are infinitely 
easier to search than the bulky Judgment Rolls themselves. 
These Doggett Rolls were afterwards turned into books, the 
Doggett Books of the Exchequer, which are complete from 1st 
Elizabeth, which is the earliest. 

Very few records give more information of a varied character 
than those of the Court of Chancery, An interesting article on 
them will be found in the Genealogist, iv. (n.s.) p. 71, &c., and 
some specimens of early petitions are printed at length in the 
prefaces to the Calendars for Elizabeth, published 1827-32, 
mentioned below. 

The series of petitions which commenced proceedings in 
Chancery commence 17th Richard 11., and very many of this 
reign exist, and though the series is far from perfect until 
the reign of Henry VI., yet there are many for the intervening 
period, though none for Henry IV. 

That no calendar of these early proceedings has been attempted, 
and that few facilities are given for their inspection, is a public 
scandal. Specimens were printed in the preface to the three 
vol. calendar mentioned on the next page, and in the Appendix 
to the 49th Report, and a calendar was promised shortly on p. 
16 of the same Report. The same amount of trouble which 
has given us such excellent calend&rs as those of the Exchequer 
Depositions by Commission,'* of a much later date, would have 
rendered these vastly more interesting documents accessible. A 
bare list of names of plaintiffs and defendants and counties 
would be a great boon, but it is denied us, and, consequently, 
this most interesting series of records is practically unused. There

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are no less than 39,038 documents prior to Elizabeth., as may be 
seen by the summary at p. 38 of the 5th Eeport. They ought 
at least to be sorted into counties, and rough lists made of 
names and places. 

For the reign of Elizabeth^ a calendar of proceedings in 
three vols, folio was published in 1827-32, and is most useful. 
It is not, however, perfect, for it does not contain all in the 
MS. calendar, which in its turn is not complete. 

New lists for 1579-1587 have been recently printed, and a 
MS. list for 1587-1596 compiled. 

For James I. there is a MS. recent Calendar Locorum, in 
tliree vols, folio, in the Long Room. Topham's index covers the 
same reign, and is of plaintiffs* names only. Letters A, B, and 
part of C in the Oenealogistj vols. iv. to ix. 

The MS. **Bill Books" are perfect from the reign of Elizabeth, 
and give the Christian and surnames of the parties and short 
account of the Bill, each volume being divided into counties, but 
unluckily they are divided into six series, owing to the partition 
of business between the "six clerks.*' 

The indexes to the ** Bills and Answers," ** Depositions" 
(from Henry VIII. )> and "Decrees," all date from the same 
period. A catalogue of the Bills and Answers for Chas. I. has 
been printed for the Index Society, but unluckily it is only 
alphabetical, and though better than nothing are very tiresome 
to search, and has no index to defendants. 

"Affidavits," from Charles I. From 1715 to the present 
time the original entry books of Bills and Answers ^ are kept 
in the Long Room of the Record Office. There are also six 
sets of modem calendars of the "six clerks," through whom 
the business was conducted from 1714-1758. Another similar 
series, lettered " Study matters and Pleadings sorted," from 
1758 to 1800, and yet another to the abolition of the six 
clerks in 1842. There is a separate modern calendar in one

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vol. of **Eecords found in the Six Clerks' Seats and Studies, 
when sorted in 1849;" in plain English, of records mislaid 
through carelessness.! 

The ** Judgment Rolls," containing the decrees from about 
25th Henry VIII. to 6th George III., exist, but there are very 
later entries in 1837 Eeport, p. 111. 

A description of the books of the ** Accountant General," from 
1726, will be found in the 1837 Report, p. 121b; and of the 
** Enrolment Office," 1837 Report, p. 129b; and of the '* Report 
Office," 1837 Report, p. 124b; and of the records of the **Six 
Clerks' Office," 1837 Report, p. 126a, and 2nd Report, p. 40; 
1800 Report, p. 106; and 1837 Report, p. 126a. 

For the Cursitors' Office (the functions of which were referred 
to the Petty Bag Office in 5th and 6th William TV.) see 2nd 
Report, p. 43. The functions of the Petty Bag Office were 
practically to look after the non-litigious business of the Court 
of Chancery, and are set out at length at p. 68 of Thomas' 
MandbooL 

The Duchy of Lancaster had an exclusive equity jurisdiction 
over its tenants, and an excellent calendar to the Pleadings, 
Survey's, Depositions, &c., from Henry VII. to Mary (two 
vols, folio) has been published by Government. 

It is especially to be noted by young searchers that the 
Duchy of Lancaster was not confined to Lancashire, e.^., there 
are very many entries in this work relating to Norfolk. 

The Charters of the Duchy of Lancaster formed a separate 
vol., which was published by Hardy in 1845, and sells for £1. 

There is a good calendar of ancient charters belonging to the 
Duchy in the 31st Report, pp. 1-41 ; 35th Report, pp. 1-41 ; and 
36th Report, p. 161. Other calendars are (1) of the Chancery 
RoUs, 32nd Report, pp. 331-365; 33rd Report, pp. 2-42 ; and 37th 
Report, pp. 172-179; (2) of the Patent Rolls, 4th Richard II. 
to 2l8t Henry VII., 40th Report, p. 521 ; (3) of the Court Rolls, 
43rd Report, pp. 210-362; (4) of the Privy Seals, 43rd Report, 
p. 363 ; and (5) of the Ministers' and Receivers' Accounts, 45th

CHAPTER VI. 



The Coram Rege Eolls, otherwise known as Crown Plea EoUs, 
whJkh were King's [or Queen's] Bench Eecords of its " Crown 
side," included the Assize Eolls, Eyre Eolls,'* Coroners' Eolls, 
and Gaol Delivery Eolls. Facsimiles of some of these will be 
found in Nos. xxvi.-xxviii. of the 1819 Eeport. All of them 
have now been re-arranged and renovated, and a list of them 
with the old and new references will be found at pp. 5-17 of the 
List of Flea Bolls in the P. R. 0. 

As mentioned before, however, the Crown Plea Eolls often 
contain many entries as to enquiries relating to Crown property, 
as well as what was afterwards more usually their regular 
business, viz., the recording criminal matters. As to this branch 
see Sir Matthew Hale's Historia Plao. Coron, An excellent 
descriptive analysis of their contents will be found at pp. 138- 
141 of Bigelow's History of Procedure ^ Macmillan, 8vo. 1880. 

The Selden Society has recently published Select Pleas of the 
Crown, 1200 to 1225, by Mr. F. W. Maitland, and Select Pleas 
from the Coroners' Rolls, 1265-1413, by Dr. Gross, both works 
being of the highest interest and value. 

The later Crown Plea Eolls, as far as I can make out, present 
the various crimes, and leave it to the later Gaol Delivery Eoll 
to record the judgment and punishment. Sometimes, however,

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the Crown Plea and the Gaol Deliveries form different membranes 
on the same roll.^ 

They are very often in duplicate, and not infrequently in 
triplicate. Mr. Maitland, in his Fhas of the Crown for Gloucester 
(1884), p. 47, very plausibly suggests that the curious accord in 
some respects and the strange difPerence in others of these 
duplicates, arose from their being taken down in Court by two 
difOerent scribes. 

To this I will add the conjecture that one copy was the record 
of the Court, as a Court, and the other for the use of the 
Exchequer, in checking the sheriff when accounting for 
fines, &c. 

The Crown Plea Eolls are most interesting as afPording 
evidence of the manners and customs as well as of the crimes of 
our ancestors. They refer to all sorts of criminal matters, such 
as trials for murder, theft, and arson; park breaking, horse 
stealing, sanctuary and its breach, and so on. 

It is greatly to be regretted that more of them have not 
been printed and translated.^ Speaking under all correction, 
I think I was the first to print one in English, when in 1869 
I published an abstract of the Crown Pleas and Gaol Delivery 
Poll, held at Norwich and Lynn 6th Edward III. (1332) «; 
and when in 1881 I abstracted so much of the Crown Plea Eolls 
for Norfolk, 34, 41, and 52-3 Henry III., as related to North 
Erpingham Hundred {Norf Antiq, Misc. ii. pp. 159-193). 

Since then a much more valuable and most excellent edition 
of the Pleas of the Crown for the County of Gloucester, for 
5th Henry III. (1221) was issued (in 1884), by Mr. E. W. 
Maitland (MacmiUan), a work which will long remain a text 
book for this class of roll * ; also the work on The Select Pleas, by 
the same author ; and that on the Coroners' Eolls, by Dr. Gross, 
mentioned on last page.

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A few specimens, or rather a short analysis of them, will 
show what sort of information these rolls contain : — 

1 . Eoger Ayline was found smothered in a marl pit. He 
was buried without sight of the coroner: the adjoining 
villages are therefore fined. 

2. William, son of Walter de Bromholm, is drowned in a 
ditch. His mother did not come to the inquest ; therefore she 
is fined, &c. 

3. Matilda, daughter of Roger la Weyte, is found drowned 
in Suthsted, and William Bond falsely presented that she was 
an Englishwoman : for which he is fined. (It was necessary to 
prove at each inquest that the deceased person was English, so 
as to avoid the heavy amercement called Englishry, for killing a 
Dane or Norman). 

4. Hugh de Hillington appeals Eoger ^^ Constance, that 
at, &c., the latter came and struck him on the head with a 
hatchet, viz., towards the left side, and made there a wound 
three thumbs breadth long and two wide. This he offers 
to prove by his body. Eoger denies it, and will defend by 
his body : therefore let there be a duel between them. Sureties 
given — a day appointed — Eoger comes but not Hugh. The 
latter to be taken into custody, and his sureties fined. The 
jury, however, agree as to Eoger' s guilt, so he is to be sent 
to gaol. Afterwards he gets off by a fine of half a mark 
secured by another pledge. 

For an inventory of all these Crown Plea Eolls see 1837 
Eeport, pp. 22 et seq., and excellent folio descriptive catalogues 
used to be on the shelves in the Eound Eoom in the Eecord 
Office, but have since been removed, though, no doubt, they can 
be seen on application. 

I need hardly say there is no calendar or index to the 
Criminal Eolls (though the Controlment Eolls ^ Books and 
Great Doggett Books, 2 B Crown side, serve that purpose to

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some extent) till we reach the Pye Books, which, for London 
and Middlesex, begin in 1673, and for other counties in 1660. 

For Criminal Papers, Henry VIII. to Charles II., see 1837 
Keport, p. 79b; and there are twenty-nine vols, of criminals' 
petitions from 1687-1780, with a vol. of index, see 1819 Report, 
p. 363. The reports of the clerks of assize as to their records are 
in 1800 Report, pp. 211 and 137a. 

In some cities (as in Nottingham^) and in most manors minor 
criminal matters were dealt with by the Court Leet, and are 
recorded on the Court Rolls. 

The Coroners' Rolls (Rotuli Coronatorum) extend from 
Edward I. to Henry VI. 

Nearly every city of note had its own Coroners' Rolls. Those 
for Norwich begin very early, 48th Henry III., and are the 
subject of a very interesting paper by the late H. Harrod, in 
Norfolk Archaeology, ii. pp. 253-259, which is the model of 
what such a paper should be. 

The Leicester Coroners' Rolls are touched on in a paper 
by J. Thompson, in the Winchester vol. of the British 
ArchflBological Association, pp. 70-81, while H. P. Riley's 
excellent translations of the London Coroners' Rolls for 1275-6 
will be found at pp. 3-17 of his Memorials of London and London 
Ltfey London, 1868. A report on the Ipswich Coroners' Rolls is 
in the Historical MS8. Commission 9th Report, p. 226. 

Of more important State Trials ^ details will be found in the 
JBaga de Secretis, An inventory and calendar of them will be 
found in the 3rd Report, p. 213 ; 4th Report, p. 217 ; 5th Report, 
App. II. 2f ; 6th Report, p. 88 ; and 7th Report, p. 239. Some 
account of the modern practice of the Court is in the 1800 
Report, p. 117b. 

Attainders were entered on the Parliament Rolls, and there 
was a volume containing a collection of all attainders, 
restitutions, and redemptions, from 29th Edward III. to the end 
of Edward IV., among the Tower Records. See Thomas^ p. 11. 

There is much as to those who rebelled, as to which see

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temp. Henry Vm., Sims, p. 141, and 1837 Eeport, pp. 13b. 
14a. For the Jacobite Trials in 1694 see a volume under that 
title, published in 1853 by the Chetham Society. 

The printed collections of State Trials published should also 
be consulted, and for late years the Gentleman^ 8 Maga%ine^ Annual 
Reghter, and Newgate Calendar often give interesting details, 
omitted from the more formal reports. 

The Star Chamber was a court that can hardly be described as 
either wholly civil or criminal, but it savoured so much of the 
latter that it may be mentioned here. It was practically re- 
founded 3rd Henry VII., but was found so dangerous a weapon 
in the king's hands, that it was abolished 16th Charles I. A 
report on its documents is in the 20th Report, p. 135, and see 
24th Report, p. 54,^ and Bum's Star Chamber, 



CHAPTER Vn. 



Of course it is very hard to define exactly what records should 
come under this head. They are, however, generally considered 
to be documents relating to public business at home and abroad, 
not being of that formal class which is to be found on one or 
other of the regular series of rolls. Of course, this definition 
will not strictly hold good; since, for example, very many 
entries on the Pipe, Patent, and Close Rolls are State Papers of 
the highest class. But let this pass for the present, and let us

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consider what are the detaclied or miscellaneous documents 
which generally go by the above title. 

First and foremost come the Chancery Records in Filaciia,^ 
which contain many royal and other letters, petitions, &c., of 
the highest interest. Calendars of them will be found in the 
4th Eeport^ p. 140; 5th Report, p. 61 ; 6th Report, p. 88 ; and 
7th Report, p. 239. There is no printed index, and they unluckily 
are not in order of date, but in the 49th Report, p. 11, we are 
told that a calendar has been begun, which will give them at 
greater length, and will add others from various rolls. 

There is a Calendar of the Letters from the Ancient Treasury 
of Receipt (Henry III. to Edward II.) in the 8th Report, App. 
H., p. 180, and of various letters from the Chapter House (a roU 
of 33rd Edward I.) in the 9th Report, App. 11., p. 246. A 
Calendar of the more modern Royal Letters (George I., II., and 
m.) is in 1813 Rep., p. 364. 

Again, there are the Miscellaneous Records of the Chancery^ 
which contain very many interesting returns, &c. ; see 2nd 
Report. Unluckily, too, there is no index to these. 

Rymer^s Fcedera is a work of the greatest importance, and was 
the result of unwearied diligence on the part of its compiler. 
Roughly speaking, it contains nearly every document of real 
importance relating to the ** diplomatic history," as Cooper aptly 
calls it, of England. For a more lengthy description of the work 
itself I will refer my reader to Cooper himself (Cooper on Public 
Records, ii. pp. 89-144), though students will do weU to get the 
excellent Synopsis of it (in English), which Sir T. D. Hardy 
published in 1869-73, and which now sells for about 14«. 

The Rolls of Parliament begin from 6th Edward I., and are of 
the highest value.^

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All the "plea" parts of these petitions, &c., from 1278-1503, 
were published by Government in 1764, in six vols, folio, from 
the beginning to 19th Henry VII., and a very capital index has 
since been published. The whole work can be had for about 
£3. 15«.i The Memoranda de Parliament,, 33rd Edw. I., which 
Mr. r. W. Maitland published in 1893 for the Eolls Series, is a 
most useful book. ** The document, which forms the foundation 
of the work, is one of the earliest, amplest, and most complete 
of the ancient Rolls of Parliament" (55th Eep., p. 17). 

The Parliamentary Petitions were indexed in 1873 in the 34th 
Report, but this is now superseded by the fine folio vol. of 
index to 15,579 Antient Pettiions, issued in 1892 by the P.R.O. 

Seven vols, of calendar of the Records of the Privy Council, 
from 1386-1541, were edited by Sir Harris Nicolas in royal 
8vo. in 1834-7, and now sell for about £2. 2«. This series 
has been continued by Dasent, who has published 11 vols., 
covering 1542 — 1580, and has another vol. in the press. The 
office books and registers begin 1540, and are kept at the Privy 
Council Office, Whitehall, under such restrictions as render it 
next to impossible for the student to use them. Why they, or 
at least transcripts of the early books, are not sent to the Record 
Office no one can say. There are many gaps which may some 
day be filled up from old transcripts, e.y., Maynard MSS. Ixxiv. 
(Line. Inn Library), covering from 13th August, 1553, to 12th 
May, 1559, which is, I believe, missing in the original.* The

miscellaneous records and papers are by some supposed to be in 
unexplored vaults at Whitehall, but I believe the authorities 
there deny this. 

The Jowrnah of Parliament begin — for the Lords from Ist 
Henry VIII., and for the Commons from 1st Edward VI., 
and are printed with elaborate calendars and indexes. Vardon's 
General Index, from 1547-1714 (pub. 1852), will be found useful. 

The Votes of both houses have been printed from 1681 to 1825. 

Many of the Delates have been more or less faithfully 
reproduced by private members who took notes, and by news 
letters. Good examples of these are the journals of Sir Symond 
D'Ewes, and various debates published by the Camden Society. 

Statutes or Acts of Parliament ^ themselves have been printed 
again and again. They are Chancery Records, and enrolled 
on the Statute EoUs, which date from 1278, and on the 
ParKament Rolls, which date from Ist Richard III. Ruffhead's 
edition is good for early statutes. The authorized edition is in 
1 1 vols. fo. (1828), and sells for £10. 10«. 

the rough drafts only remain, whilst in others we find that a more methodical 
officer has made a fair copy of his daily minutes, apparently year hy year. 
Carelessness and accident, from which no collection of records can he alto- 
gether exempt, have, however, caused several gaps in the series, and my 
ohject in writing to you is to ask your permission to lay hefore your readers 
a list of the laeunce^ in the hope that the missing volumes may still he pre- 
served in private lihraries, in addition to the few which are known to exist 
in the Bodleian and British Museum. Many years ago an inquiry of the 
same nature was the means of hringing to light at least one missing volume, 
and it is hoped that if any of the others are still in private hands the 
Council Office may he permitted hy their owners to fill the gaps in the series 
hy taking copies of the originals. I may add that this permission has 
recently heen granted hy Lord Salishury, in the case of the fragment of the 
register of the reign of Queen Mary preserved at Hatfield. The missing 
volumes of the register are 1543-1645, 1660-1561, 1668-1569, 1583-1585, 
1594, 1603-1612, 1646-1648. Nothing is known as to the fate of these 
volumes heyond a tradition that those from 1603-1612 were destroyed at 
the fire at Whitehall on Jan. 12, 1618."

The 
new nice short revised edition, under the direction of the Statute 
Law Committee, is in 18 vols, imperial 8vo. More recently 
Government has published a Chronological Table and Index 
to the Statutes, from 20th Henry III., which has run to many 
editions, and comes down to the present time ; but this does not 
give repealed Acts. A general list and index to the Statutes 
has been issued by the Incorporated Coimcil for Law Report- 
ing, and is very useful and full. 

As to an index to the Reports of the Committees of the House 
from 1715-1802, see 1819 Report, p. 111. Many of these reports 
have been printed. 

The persecutions of the Roman CathoHcs in the time of 
Elizabeth can be traced through the Recusant Rolls, 5th Report, 
p. 19, and see Thomas^ p. 143-44. 

Of the period covering the struggle between the King and 
the Commonwealth there are masses of documents. 

One class is the Parliamentary Surveys, taken between 1649 
and 1653, which relate to sales ordered in 1649 of the honours, 
manors, and lands belonging to Charles L, his Queen and Prince, 
and of the fee farm rents formerly payable to the Crown and 
the Duchies of Lancaster and Cornwall. A calendar of thwn 
is in the 7th Report, p.. 224, and an inventory, arranged in 
places, at pp. 59 and 81 of the 8th Report, and there is a new 
MS. list of Rentals and Surveys in the Public Record Office. 
They are well described in the 1837 Report, pp. 208b and 392. 
An index of those at Lambeth will be found at pp. 397 et seq, 
of the same report. A calendar of such of them as were in 
the Augmentation Office will be found in the 7th Report, p. 224, 
and 8th Report, p. 52. 

Abstracts of the Accounts of the Committee for Sequestrations 
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for 1644 are in 0am. Univ. M8S. D.d. iii. 67. As to Berks s^^ 
1800 Keport, p. 196a; as to the Forfeited Estates Papers see 
5tli Eeport, pp. 97-130. 

The Royalist Composition Papers, relating to the same period, 
extend from 1649 to 1660, fill many vols., and contain statements 
of the estates, ages, and families, &c., of Eoyalists, the fines paid 
for their loyalty, and petitions for the release of their property. 

There were two series of modern indexes to them, but 
compiled by someone who obviously could not read the MS. 
of the period, for they teemed with errors.^ Luckily they 
have now been superseded by Mrs. Everett Green's admirable 
Calendar in 5 vols., covering the period 1643-1660. A short 
calendar of the lords, knights, and gentlemen who compounded 
for their estates has twice been printed (1655 and 1733). 

Other records relating to the same subject are the Plundered 
Ministers^ Accounts^ which are at Lambeth, and extend from 1 649 
to 1662 (Lambeth Library MS. 1027, and see Thomas, p. 145), 
and the Oalendar of Proceedings for the advance of Money, 
1642-6, also by Mrs. Green, 3 vols. 

The State Papers in the ordinary acceptance of the word are 
being calendared in several classes,^ viz. : — 

Domestic. — Home Office, Colonial, Foreign. 
Foreign and Domestic. — Treasury, Spanish, Venetian, 
Scottish, Irish. 

For a list of what have been published, and what are in 
progress, see Appendix V., p. 176. 

JjL the Appendix to the 28th Eeport, pp. 140-1 is a most useful 
list, arranged both chronologically and alphabetically, of the 
more important books containing printed State Papers. A 
calendar of the documents relating the history of the State

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obtained if asked for very earnestly. For a list of the former 
tee 45th Report, p. 62, and 46th Report, pp. 337-381. 

To bring the lost, stolen, and strayed '^ State Papers" back to 
light is the chief object of the Historical MSS. Commission.^ It 
is too true that former officials, such as Secretaries of State, seem 
to have considered either that the papers were their private 
property, or that they would be safer with them than in the office. 

Take for example the way in which Cecil seems to have 
annexed nearly all the papers of value of the Elizabethan 
Papers, which, under the title of the Cecil Papers, are being 
calendared and published by the Historical MSS. Commission. 

Again, the Carte Papers at Oxford, extending from 1558 
downwards, are most valuable. A MS. catalogue exists, and a 
transcript copy of it is in the Record Office. A rough synopsis 
of these MSS. is in the Cole MSS., vol. ii. pp. 351-8, and some of 
them (1641-1660) were published in 1739 in two vols., which sell 
for 5«. A report on them is in the 30th Report, p. 504, and 
32nd Report, pp. 1-236. They chiefly relate to Ireland. 

The Clarendon State Papers in the Bodleian Library, covering 
a period from 1523-1627, have been well calendared by the 
Rev. H. 0. Coxe, in 3 vols. 8vo., which sell for about 21«. 
Another series, bearing the same title, but chiefly relating to 
the Great Rebellion (from 1621), was published in 3 vols, folio, 
during the last century, and sell for £2. 2«. or so. For Treaties 
and Diplomatic Documents see reference under ** Treaties" in 
the Index. 

To the vast masses of " lost " papers preserved in the British 
Museum, the Bodleian, and the Cambridge University Library, 
in various College Libraries, at Lambeth, and in the numerous 
private collections, one can only point vaguely, and recommend 
careful seach in the Calendars of the various Institutions, and 
in the report of the Historical MSS. Commission just mentioned. 
Then, too, there are the printed collections, calendared in the 
28th Report, as just mentioned. Catalogues of nearly all the 
principal Libraries and Collections are in the British Museum. 

^ For full lists to date of the collections reported on see Lidex to this 
work under names of owners, cities, &c. 
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Of course, all that relate to wars on land and water also relate 
to history, and may be considered State Papers, and books like 
the 8iege of Caerlaverocky and the EoU of those present at 
Agincourt (Nicolas) should be consulted for their respective 
periods. 

As to the fates of those who, unhappily for themselves, failed 
to "make history," the reader may consult the Baga de Secretis, 
the Attainders f and State Trials ^ detailed in my last chapter. 

A List of Estates forfeited temp. Henry VIII., Edward VI., 
and Elizabeth, is mentioned in 1800 Report, p. 176b {see also 
1819 Report, p. 193); and special Commissioners as to 
Forfeited Estate from Charles I., in 1837 Report, p. 11 7b. 

Similarly, the Rebellions of '15 and '45 have a literature of 
their own. The Records of the Court of Commission on estates 
forfeited through them consist of over one hundred vols., and a 
great number of deeds, &c. (Sims, p. 141, and see 1337 Report, 
.p. 706.) For a calendar of names see Thomas, pp. 382-389; 
where also will be found a descriptive catalogue of many books 
relating to these rebellions. In all, it would seem that there are 
7471 vols, and bundles; an index to the calendar of which is to 
be found at pp. 97-130 of the 6th Report. 

No one should be without Historical Notes from 1609'171iy 
in 3 vols., by F. S. Thomas, 8vo., 1856, which gives three 
indexes nominum (unluckily not one) of the utmost value, to 
enable the student to fix dates by identifying persons not to be 
found in ordinary histories, but whose names often occur in 
undated documents. 

For other lists and lives of high dignitaries, see Foss*b Judges, 
Dugdale's Origines Jwridicales (of which the abridged con- 
tinuation known as Chronica Juridicialia will be found handy 
and useful), Chamberlayne's Anglice Notitia, Beatson^s Political 
Index, Hook's Lives of the Archbishops, Raine's Lives of the 
Archbishops of York, Cassan's Lives of the Bishops of Exeter, and 
Goulbum's Lives of the Bishops of Norwich, the last being con- 
tained in his work on the Bosses on the Roof of Norwich 
Cathedral, and Campbell's Lives of the Chancellors, the last, 
however, being nearly worthless, owing to its numerous in- 
accuracies. 
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Excellent lists and references to Muster Rolls, Army Lists, 
and other records relating to soldiers of all dates will be found 
at pp. 433-439 ; and of sailors, from pp. 439-441 of Sims' Manual. 
For documents bearing on the early English army 8$$ Early 
Army Accounts from Henry III.; 20th Report, p. 112; Descrip- 
tive Catalogue of Documents, Muster Eolls, &c., 48th Henry III.

Phillimore, pp. 342-3 ; and there are new lists of Army accounts 
in MS. in the P.R.O, 

I may mention that the history of many regiments has been 
separately written. Special enquiry as to these should be made 
to the editor of any army paper, as the list is too long for 
insertion here. 

As to the Na^y and matters relating to it, the Admiralty, and 
so on, I may refer my readers to Thomas' Handbook^ pp. 8, 58,

CHAPTER Vin. 



Of the history of the parish church and its fabric I have 
treated already in Chapter II. I wiU now go more fully into 
the sources of history in other ecclesiastical matters. 

Of course Domesday^ as usual, is, with the exception of the 
earlier Chronicles and Anglo-Saxon Charters, the first document 
of importance to be consulted. 

The Clerical Subsidy Rolls are of less interest than the Lay : 
the detailed lists of them are in the Round Room at the Record 
Office. 
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The Taxatio Ecclesiastica Anglie et Wallie (or the **Vetus 
Valor"), taken about 1291, when Pope Nicholas IV. granted^ a 
tax on all temporal possessions of religious persons to Edward I., 
in aid of the expenses of a crusade, gives the values of the 
properties and rents by all ecclesiastical bodies in the various 
deaneries. 

Nothing but amounts and names of places are given, but it is 
very valuable, as giviog a skeleton rent-roll of the possessions 
of priories, &c., at this early period. 

It was printed in 1802 by the Government in folio, and sells 
now for 5«. or 6«. 

The Nonarum Inqmstttonesj or Nonee RoUs,^ are just about half 
a century later (15th Edward III.), and give details of a subsidy 
of one-ninth granted to the king in aid of his wars. They 
are specially valuable, as comparing the then value of each 
benefice with that given in the Valor Scclesiasticm, described below. 
They also give the value of all properties in the parish belonging 
to any abbey, priory, or other religious body. 

They are also valuable as often giving the names of the jurors, 
who may be supposed to be the principal men in each parish. 
Eor a facsimile of part of them see 1819 Report, No. xxiv. 

They were published by the Government in 1807. in folio, and 
sell for about 9«.; but the book is not perfect, only including 
the counties of Beds, Bucks, Berks, Cambridge, Cornwall, 
Dorset, Essex, Gloucester, Hereford, Herts, Hunts, Lancaster, 
Lincoln, Middlesex, Northampton, Stafford, Suffolk, Sussex, 
Warwick, Wilts, Worcester, Yorks. 

The Valor Ecclesiasticm^ or Liber Regis^ is a compilation 
from returns made by commissioners under the Statute 
26th Henry VIII., cap. 3, which gave the first-fi'uits and tenths 
to the king. Eor a facsimile of part of it see 1819 Rep., No. 
xix. It contains surveys of the possessions of nearly every

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bishopric, abbey, monastery, priory, college, or other ec- 
clesiastical institution throughout England, and was published 
in six vols, folio by Government. 

The best calendar of all those who rose to eminence in the 
Church or in either university is to be found in Le Neve*s Fasti 
Eccleaia Anglieana, continued by Sir T. D. Hardy down to 1854. 
The authorities cited by Sims at pp. 418-427 will also be 
found very valuable. Cotton printed a work on the Irish 
Church, which practically serves the same purpose for Ireland. 

The most comprehensive account of English Monastic 
Estalliahments^ will, of course, be found in Dugdale's, or, as it 
rightly should be called, Dodsworth's Monasticon. The first 
edition 'was printed in three vols, folio, 1655-1673, and there 
have been several others, but the best is the last, by Cayley, 
Ellis, and Bandinel, nominally in six folio vols., but usually 
bound in seven. This last edition, though it has a fairly good 
sort of index rerum et locorum, has practically no index nomi- 
num, so that the old edition is still useful. It is very much to be 
desired that the Index Society should take this matter in hand, 
for it would be of the highest value to genealogists. If not, each 
county society should have its own entries separately done. 

Some counties and dioceses have what may be styled local 
Monasticons, and among them may be mentioned the Monasticon 
Ehoracense, by Burton (York, fo., 1758), Baildon's Monastic 
Records for Yorkshire; Thorpe's Registrum Roffense (fo. 1761), 
Hugo's Medieval Nunneries of Somerset and the Diocese of Bath and 
Wells (8vo. 1867), Oliver's Monasticon Biocesis Exoniensis^ Cornwall 
and Devon (fo., 1846-1854), Ta/nners^ Notitia for E, Anglia, and 
see the Besoription of Burham, reprinted by the Surtees Society. 

Taylor's Index Monasticus (fo., 1821) is also a very useful book 
for East Anglian antiquaries, and so is Newcourt's Repertorium 
Ecclesiastics Londinense for Londoners; but* the latter gives 
parochial matters only. 

All the accounts in the above works may be greatly improved 
by the very numerous entries relating to these scattered over the

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Pipe, Patent, and Close Eolls ; but of detailed records none are 
more valuable than the numerous Chartularies, or Ledger Books 
as they are sometimes called. These Chartularies, which contain 
transcripts of all the charters granting land to the foundation, 
and often of other documents relating to it, are of the highest 
interest. 

An attempt at a list of them will be found at pp. 74, &c., of 
vol. i. of the Colleetanea Topog. et Geneah ; another by Sir 
T. Phillipps, which he privately printed in his Middle Hill Press ; 
and another at pp. 14-26 of Sims' Manual, but this gives only 
those which are in public libraries. A calendar of those at 
the Record Office will be found in the 8th Report, p. 1 35, and 
20th Report, p. 144. Sometimes in the same volume as the 
chartulary, but generally separate, is the Chronicle of the 
institution. 

Many of these have been printed, for example, the Chronicon 
Petrolurgense, by Stapleton (Cam. Soc, 1849), which is specially 
valuable as containing copies of legal proceedings in which the 
abbey was involved, and which will serve as precedents for 
the scholar. The same society has also published The Chronicle 
of Jocelin de Brahelond (Bury St. Edmund's), The Register of 
Worcester Priory (by Hale), and The Domesday of St. PauPs, all 
most ably edited works of the highest interest. An analysis of 
The Chartulary of St. Nicholas at Exeter ( Coll. Topog. et Qeneal. i. 
pp. 60 et seq.), is also worth consulting, as are Hart's Chartulary 
of Ramsey Alley, Brewer's Malmeslury Alley (Rolls Series), and 
Hutton's Coueher Book or Cha/rtulary of Whalley Alley, 4 vols. 
(1847-49, Chetham Society). 

These chronicles^ often give necrologies of the benefactors, 
and sometimes memoranda as to their burials, their entrance 
into participation of the benefit of the institution, and so on. 
In fact, it has been rightly said that they were the precursoi^s 
of the parish registers. Sometimes they made a separate 
volume for the Necrologium, as may be seen by referring to 
Dr. Potthast's well known, but very scarce work. Missals, noted 
as belonging to particular abbeys, should be searched for entries

As to the fabric, you can consult the Fabric Rolls of each 
cathedral, &c. {see Eaine's Fabric Rolls and Documents of York 
Minster, and Browne's work in reply on the same subject. 

A good specimen of the Monastic Register is that of Winch- 
combe, analysed in the Collectanea Topograph, et Geneal., ii. 
pp. 16-37. Other examples which occur to me and which are 
very good, are the Register of St. Osmund (Rolls Series), the 
Whitbg and Newminster Chartularies (Surtees Society), and the 
acts of the Chapter and Memorials of Ripon, 

Of Alien Priories and of their suppression there is a class of 
records by itself,^ and so there is of the Knights Templars, the 
Knights Hospitallers, &c. The possessions of the Kiiights 
Templars were seized 1st Edward II., and extents and inquisi- 
tions of their manors, churches, and titles exist.* See Cooper, 
ii. p. 361, as does an account of their manors given to the 
Kiiights of St. John. As to both orders see Indexes to Bodleian

We now come to a series of records forming a class by 
themselves, which may well be styled Dissolution or Suppression * 
Recordsy as referring solely to the suppression of the monasteries 
by Henry VIII., and consisting of several classes, such as — 

(1) The Acknowledgments of Royal Supremacy taken in 1534. 
An inventory of these is in the 7th Report, Appendix II., p. 279. 

(2) The Deeds of Surrender (Inventory in 8th Report, 
Appendix II., p. 6). 

(3) The Ministers' Accounts, which contain complete surveys of 
the possessions of the monasteries, &c., at the Dissolution, made 
up in annual rolls. Th^ first account is the most important one. 
After Ist Edward VI. they appear on county roUs. 

(4) The Particulars of Grants, temp. Henry VIII., Edward VI., 
and Elizabeth. These often give descriptions of the sites of 
abbeys and monasteries, and always of their properties, value, &c.2 
Facsimile samples will be found in the 9th Report, pp. 148, 149, 
and there is an Index under the names of purchasers on pp. 148 
et seq. of the 9th, and pp. 223 et seq, of the 10th Report. 
MS. indexes locorum exist at the Record Office in four vols. 
(Division D). There are also two vols, of MS. calendar of 
grants, temp. Philip and Mary, and James; and Sir T. Phillipps 
published an index to the Particulars of Grants, temp. Edward 
VI. (folio), which sells for 13«.»

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sucli as "Particulars of Leases," "Calendar of Conventual 
Leases," " Calendar of Fee-farm Rents." For reports on these 
records see 1800 Report, p. 210a; 1837 Report, p. 207; and 
20tli Report of Deputy Keeper, p. 207. At p. 209 of the 49th 
Report is an index to the enrolments of leases and pensions 
from the 28th Henry VIII. 

(6) The Chantries. For lists of accounts of their lands, temp. 
Henry VIII., see 1800 Report, p. 181a; and for a valuation, 
temp. Elizabeth, see 1 837 Report, p. 1 58. Page 207b of the same 
report mentions two folio MS. volumes, containing particulars 
for the sale of their possessions (Henry VIII. to Edward VI.).

Even an analysis of the *^ Bishop^ s Registries'^ ^ would fill a 
volume, if space could be given. To them were transferred, en 
hloc, as a rule, the most valuable records belonging to the 
priories, to whose cathedrals the bishops succeeded. A very 
good calendar of the Ely Episcopal Records was published 
by A. Gibbons in 1890. 

There are also a great number of Household Rolls and Accounts, 
of which a good example is the Roll of Household Expenses of 
Bishop Swinfeld, 1289-90, by Webb (Cam. Soc, 1853-4), which 
is very useful for the explanations it gives of the abbreviated 
accounts for eating and drinking, and other household expenses. 
The first vol. contains the text; the second, illustrations and 
notes (the latter being especially valuable and good), and a 
fairly complete glossary. As to general and non-monastic house- 
hold expenses in the thirteenth and fifteenth centuries, Beriah 
Botfield's Manners and Household Expenses of England (Roxburghe 
Club, London, 1841) may well be consulted. Liher Quotidmnus 
Contrarotuloris Garderoha (1299-1300), by Topham; Percy's Earl

Top, et Geneal. i. pp. 3 
et seq, ; and a valuation of the estates of the various bishoprics 
in 1647 is Eawlinson MS. 240a. The records of the various 
cathedrals were reported on in the 1837 Eeport, pp. 286 et seq., 
and subsequently in great part by the Historical MSS. Com- 
mission. See index, in which references to them will be found. 

As to Cathedral Libraries, see Beriah Botfield's Notes on the 
Cathedral Libraries of England, Pickering, 1849. 

The history of the Guilds ^ has been dealt with very thoroughly 
by the late Mr. Toulmin Smith in his work,* in which he was 
the first to print any quantity of the most interesting certificates, 
dated Richard II., as to their foundation. I was, however, the 
first to bring these certificates prominently into notice (they 
were first stamped for me), and had previously printed some of 
them (in conjunction with the late John L'Estrange) in 1867, in 
the Original Papers of the Norfolk and Norwich Archaological 
Society (vii. p. 105), having discovered them in bundles 309 and 
310 of the Miscellanea of the Chancery.* 

There is a good MS. Calendar by the late Mr. W. D. Selby in 
the Eecord Office. The returns of a few counties only have been 
preserved : Norfolk, as usual, is very lucky, and so are Lincoln- 
shire and London. 

There are in existence many Record or Register Books of 
important Guilds or Trading Companies, such as St. George's

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Guild of Norwich (copy penes me, and see Hargrave MS. 300), 
Corpus Ohristi of Boston (Harleian MS. 4795). For other 
works on Guilds, see Abraham's Preston Guilds, Cotton's 
Mi%ahethan Guild of the City of Exeter, Herbert's History of the 
Twelve Great Livery Companies, Lambert's 2000 Tears of Gild Life

Short reference to the goods of the latter guilds, at the time of 
the suppression, will often be found in the Certificates of Church 
Goods next referred to. Harleian MS. 605 is a Survey of the 
Possessions of Gilds and Chantries granted to Edward VL 

Of great interest to all Churchmen are the numerous Lnventories 
of Church Goods and Furniture, 

Early inventories, as to the fourteenth century, are scarce. 
There is a vol. dated 1 368 at the Record Office, containing about 
800 inventories of the ornaments of all the churches in the 
Archdeaconry of Norwich. This book was excellently described 
by the late H. Harrod in Norfolk Archaology, v. p. 89. Of 
the inventories taken in the reign of Edward VI., when the 
ornaments of the Church were cut down so closely and all 
superfluities directed to be sold, calendars will be found in the 
7th and 9th Reports, pp. 337 and 233 respectively. 

Very many have been printed, especially for Norfolk, by the 
present writer and others, while some counties have had them 
printed as a whole, e.g., Lincolnshire, by Edward Peacock, 
F.S.A., English Church Furniture, consisting of Church Goods 
destroyed in Lincolnshire Churches A,D, 1566, London, 1866, 
which contains excellent glossaries and indices ; and Surrey, by 
the late Mr. Tyssen- Amherst. See also ante, pp. 19 and 19 n. 
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Tte ** Bishop's Eegisters " gives the naones of all the clergy 
presented to all livings, as well as those who presented them. 
London begins in 1306, and Durham in 1311. Archbishop 
Peckham's Register has been printed in the Rolls Series, 
and among other ecclesiastical documents at the Record Office 
are Indices of Institutions to Benefices extending from 1615 to 
1816, which give the names of the patrons and of the clergy- 
presented, with the date of their institutions, from the king's 
books, to which there are three vols, of indices. The Exeter 
Registers for 1257-1291, and 1395-1419, have been published by 
the Rev. F. C. Hingeston-Randolph (PoUaxd). Bishop Kellaw's 
Register has been printed in the Rolls series, and Bishop Gray's 
by the Surtees Society. For a catalogue of the Certificates of 
Institution at the Record Office see 20th Report, p. 92 ; and for 
a list of those enrolled on the Patent Roll, temp. Charles II., see 
46th Report, Appendix I. 

For specimens of the Depositions of an Ecclesiastical Court 
see those of Durham, published 1845. 

The Liler Becimwrum, which was compiled in 1719, and which 
contains a list of benefices, showing the true value of small 
livings not exceeding £50 per annum, as they were lately 
returned into Her Majesty's Court of Exchequer, in order to 
their discharge from payment of first-fruits and tenths. 

Books of Compositions for Tithes^ of which there are very good 
modern lists, giving in parallel columns the parishes in which, 
and the names of the persons by whom, composition for tithes 
were made, and the date. 

Though not alphabetical they are easy to search, and extend 
from 1536-1659, and are very productive of information, genea- 
logical and otherwise. 

For a calendar of the Tithe Suits enrolled in the Exchequer of 
Pleas, vide 2nd Report, p. 250 ; and the excellent calendars to 
the Exchequer Commissions and Depositions, in the 38th to 
45th Reports, are full of references to tithe suits. 

All Gifts for Charitable and Religious Purposes since 9th 
George II. are enrolled in Chancery, and an excellent index to 
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them forms a tliick vol. by itself in Appendix II., No. 1, to the 
32nd Eeport. A catalogue or index to Commissions and In- 
quisitions on Lands given in Charity, is to be found in the 
1837 Eeport, p. 120a, and see id., p. 117a; and the Charity 
Commissioners' Eeports of 1825, &c., give a minute description 
of all parish charities. 

The literature of the ** Recusants,'* the ** Roman Catholics," ^ 
the ** Nonconformists," the "Dissenters"; call them what you 
will, is large and interesting. 

Eeferences to very many documents relating to them were 
collected with great care by Sims, and references to them will 
be found at pp. 144 et seq, of his Manual ; see also NeaVs History 
of the Puritans and Protestant Nonconformists (5 vols.

Thottgh the registers of many monastic foundations contain 
entries as to the families of their foftinders and others who 
benefited them, such entries were more usually of deaths ^ than 
of marriages or births, their primary object being, no doubt, 
to keep records of the dates on which masses due to the family 
were to be said or sung. Not infrequently, too, entries were 
made in the missals of parish churches {Burn, p. 11). 

"No doubt the chaplains of great families kept other 
similar necrologies, e.^., that kept by Friar Brackley, in which 
are recorded the obits of the Pastons and Mawtbys, referred 
to in my last chapter. Many notes of similar books will be found 
in Colleet, Top. et Geneal, i. p. 277. There are also several, as 
mentioned by Burn (p. 1 0), entered in private books of devotion." 

The present system of parochial registers was instituted® in

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consequence of an injunction of Thomas Cromwell in 30tli 
Henry VIII., and ought to be perfect from that date, 1538.^ 

How terribly deficient, however, the series is appears from the 
returns of the Population Abstract of 1801,* which showed that 
there were, out of something like 11,000 parishes in England, 
only 812 registers commenced in 1538; while the Abstract of 
Answers and Returns made in 1834 (sells for about 25«.) shows a 
still more unsatisfactory state of things, many more having been 
lost in the interval. 

As early as 1597 it had been foreseen that accident or design 
would often cause the loss of parish registers, and to provide 
against this an injunction of Elizabeth distinctly provided that 
the incumbent of each parish should annually send his Bishop 
a transcript of his year's registers. This was improved on by 
an Act of 1812, which provided that the registrar of the 
diocese should preserve, arrange, and alphabetically index 
them in places and surnames. Had these wise rules been 
obeyed nothing would have been easier than to traxje a 
pedigree. Granted that you knew a man died 1650, aged 42, 
all you would have had to have done would have been to search 
the transcript of 1608, or at worst 1607 and 1609, to get the 
information you wanted. But, probably, no injunction was 
more completely set on one side and broken. Early transcripts 
are simply conspicuous by their absence, and those of the 
eighteenth century are most imperfect, and in nearly every 
diocese are left in the utmost neglect and confusion.^ 

What arguments there may be for the parochial clergy 
retaining their old Parish Registers (often to be left loose 
in a wooden church chest or on the shelves of a parsonage 
library, to be sold or removed by the executors of the outgoing

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clergyman with his books), there can literally be none for 
the retention by the bishop's officials of these transcripts, the 
collection of which they have throughout neglected so 
scandalously, while they have taken no care whatever of 
those that have been sent them by conscientious clergymen. 
If these were sent to the Public Eecord Office they could be 
sorted and flattened with little trouble, and be made imme- 
diately accessible to many to whom the original registers 
are sealed books. There would be no loss of revenue worth 
speaking of to the authorities, for I was told not long ago 
that about £1 a year was the average of fees received in one 
Bishop's Eegistry for looking at them ; 3«. id. a year being the 
ordinary search fee. 

As to the original old registers (say before 1754) themselves, 
no sane man who is accustomed to searching them can doubt 
that the proper place for them would be either the Public 
Eecord Office in London, or some diocesan fire-proof registry, 
as suggested by Mr. J. S. Burn.^ The question of fees might 
be reserved, and, if thought necessary, the clergy of each 
parish could be credited with the amount collected by the 
head office. The fact of these being at one office and accessible 
without journeys or inconvenience, would treble at least the 
fees now received. 

Before quitting the subject of copies I must draw attention 
to the excellent work done by the Harleian Society and others 
in printing transcripts of registers. The Harleian Society ^ has 
already printed many, and especially of Westminster Abbey 
and Canterbury Cathedral, and of many London parishes, and 
has the following in hand : —

A very good idea is that of Mr. Phillimore, to print the 
marriage register of different parishes in Gloucester. It is 
clearly impossible to print the whole of all registers, but the 
marriages are often the more important parts of them for 
pedigree purposes, and could easily be done for the whole 
county. 

As, however, the parish registers are still left with the 
parsons, I will give a few directions as to searching them. 

The fees payable by searchers are 1«. for the first, and 6rf. 
for every subsequent year searched. 

This of course includes a search of all the entries of baptisms, 
marriages, and deaths in any one year ; but there are some 
clergymen who, too eager to increase • their emoluments, try 
to charge Qd, each for the baptisms, the marriages, and the 
deaths, and I was once asked to pay £12 for an antiquarian 
search, extending over one hundred and sixty years, on this 
ground, but successfully resisted the claim. 

To the honour of clergymen in general, however, I must say 
such instances are extremely rare, and in the great majority 
of cases, if the searcher do not unduly take up the time of the 
custodian, he is seldom charged anything, if his search partakes 
of an antiquarian or general character. Within the last one 
hundred years, however, it is customary for the full fees to be 
charged, and this, I think, is but fair. For long searches a nom- 
inal sum of 10«. 6(?. or £1. 1«. is sometimes charged, and being 
much less than the legal fee, should always be cheerfully paid. 

For every ofB.cial extract made and certified by the clergyman 
a further sum of 2#. Id, should be paid, which includes the \d. 
inland revenue stamp. To render this certificate more easily 
provable, and especially in Chancery, the person attesting 
the certificate should subscribe himself **A B, Rector or Vicar 
or Curate of the above parish of X." Certificates signed 
A B, Bector, &c., only, do not prove themselves as it is 
technically called, for A B may be the rector of some other

parish, and not the proper custodian of the register. A 
certificate attested by the parish clerk or a churchwarden 
(I have seen such) is valueless.^ 

In writing to a clergyman at a distance for a copy of an 
entry — ^the exact date of which you know — you should forward 
Ss, Sd.y for he is entitled to 1«. for the search fee, as well 
as the 2«, 7d, certificate fee, the odd Id. being for return postage. 
Unless you are sure of his surname, you had better address 
him **The Officiating Minister, X,'' for if you direct your 
letter to an incumbent who has left the neighbourhood, your 
letter and stamps may be lost travelling after him, and in 
any case will only give him and yourself useless trouble. 

Should you want a general search made for any of your 
name, it will be as well to offer a certain fee, and not to leave 
matters uncertain. 

Some clergymen, if good natured, and with a small parish, 
will often look through their registers, on the understanding 
that you will take and pay for official copies of all entries they 
. find relating to the name you wish searched for. 

If the clergyman is a member of the same archeeological 
society as yourself, you should mention the fact in your letter, 
in which case, if the search is not purely a business one, he 
will of course not make any charge. 

You should remember that if the person to be searched for 
gained a scholarship at a great public school, or has been at 
Oxford or Cambridge, a certificate of his baptism will often be 
found among the college records. Similarly, if there was a policy 
on his life, a certificate is often lodged, to prove his age, at the 
officb ; but whether kept beyond a certain time I do not know. 
Still, I once found this useful in a pedigree case. Lists of the 
families of all commissioned officers in the. army have for a long 
time past been kept at the War Office, giving dates of births, 
marriages, &c. 

The non-parochial registers, t.e.^ those kept by the various 
Dissenters, including Quakers, are now preserved in the General

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Register Office, Somerset House, i under two commissioners in 
1836 and 1 857. When they were sent up to London many were 
copied and indexed by the local registrars, e.g,y Kendal. For 
much as to the Quaker Registers, see Phillimore, p. 337. Mr. 
Green is now issuing an Index to the Annual Monitor or Obituary 
of the Society of Friends, 1813-92. 

They are not of course indexed; but catalogues of them 
were published in 1841, 1858, and 1859. They include 
French, Walloon, German, Dutch, and Swiss church registers. 
Antiquaries and others are apt to overlook the importance of 
these, forgetting the period to which they sometimes go 
back. 

Among other private registers was one of great importance, 
known as the Register, formerly kept at Dr. Williams' Library, 
Red Cross Street, but now at the General Register Office, 
Somerset House. A catalogue of the library was printed in 8vo. 
in 184 1, which contains entries of all denominations of Dissenters 
from all parts of England, beginning 1715. 

The baptismal entries give the names of the mother^ s father 
and mother, and are very voluminous and valuable, being well 
indexed. 

Entries of the marriages of Roman Catholics and Dissenters 
are often to be found in the parish registers, for until 1806 no 
marriage was legal, whatever the denomination of the persons 
married, unless it took place in the parish church — a rule re- 
moved by the Marriage Act, 6 and 7 William IV., cap. 85. 

Should the parish registers and dissenting registers not 
contain the entries wanted, the searcher should remember that 
there were such unauthorised marriage registers as those of 
Gretna Green and the Fleet.' 

In 1836 the General Register Office was instituted for

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England, and from the 1st of July, 1837, all births,^ marriages, 
and deaths are recorded in quarterly volumes, with perfect 
lexicographical indexes, which are kept at Somerset House, 
and which can be consulted on payment of 1«. This allows 
the searcher to look at three entries, but not to take notes. 
A "general" search costs £1. 1«., but the authorities do not 
seem very clear what a ** general search" means, and I 
apprehend that it would not authorize the taking of notes 
of all entries relating to any one surname which occurs in the 
indexes. For non-parochial and other registers see Appendix 
n., p. 164. 

Of late years the quarterly indexes have been printed, which 
vastly facilitates searches. Why duplicate copies of these 
printed indexes are not placed in the Eecord Office, the British 
Museum, the Law Institution, and most other large libraries, 
it is hard to say. They would greatly ease the work of the 
office, and allow much to be done by correspondence, thus 
saving searchers who want official copies of certificates from 
having to wait while they are being copied. 

The Scotch Eegistry does not begin till 1 854,^ and the Irish 
till 1864. Indeed, Mr. Chester Waters points out (p. 9) that 
"until 1st January, 1864, the births and deaths of the entire 
population of Ireland, and the marriages of the Catholic 
majority, were suffered to remain wholly unregistered." Of 
course he means by Government, for the parochial clergy. 
Catholic and Protestant alike, did as a rule keep registers, but 
not well. The earlier registers of the late Established Church 
of Ireland are in the P. R. 0., Dublin. The lacumB, owing to 
wanton destruction by neglect, fire, &c., are, however, very great. 

The pig-headed obstinacy of the authorities of the Bank of 
England will not * be satisfied with death certificates, and still

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renders it necessary, in many eases, to supply burial certificates, 
especially when one has to **make a man dead^^ in respect of 
Government Stock. It seems beyond the mental capacity of 
those who manage the transfer office here to understand that 
if a man's death is well and truly proved it must be a matter of 
indifference where and when he was buried, or indeed whether 
he was buried at all. I very much doubt the bank's right ^ to 
insist on a burial certificate if sufficient proof is tendered them 
of the death, and the rule often causes great hardship, for a 
family may often know when and where a trustee died, but 
after the interval of years be quite unable to find out where he 
was buried. 

This, too, is not all, for the person making the declaration 
identifying the certificates often had to swear that he personally 
examined the certificate with the entry in the burial register. 
Not long ago I, unluckily, had to make one, and to qualify 
myself for the declaration wasted about six hours looking up 
the registers of cemeteries at Lee. 

At Appendix III., p. 166, I have given a list of the chief 
Metropolitan Cemeteries, with their addresses. 

What the parish and other registers often fail to show may 
sometimes be gathered from the Monumental Inscriptions ; * and 
for the higher grades of society, in earlier times, from the 
** Funeral Certificates," preserved at the Heralds' College, of 
which samples will be found in the Lancashire Funeral Certificates 
by King and Canon Eaines, Chetham Society, 1869. 

There are, too, many volumes of collections of inscriptions in 
various churches, as to which see p. 5.

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CHAPTER X. 



Probably no class of records is more valuable, both to the 
genealogist and to the topographer, than the Subsidy Rolls ^ ; 
which are records of the Court of Exchequer. 

To the former, they not only often prove of great use, as con- 
taining the only record of the existence of persons not of knightly 
or gentle rank; ^ but help, by giving the locality where they lived, 
to give some clue as to what part of the country they sprang from. 

To the topographer they are of the greatest interest, as 
shewing the relative importance of different places at different 
times, and often affording an insight as to what were the trades 
and occupations of its inhabitants. 

Again, to the student of surnames, the immense number of 
lists of names so conveniently preserved in columns for search 
and noting are most valuable. 

Of the clerical subsidies, which are in another series, and 
which are calendared separately, I have spoken elsewhere, and 
will now say a few words as to the " Lay Subsidies.** 

These have been very carefully calendared, and the bound 
** descriptive" slips forming the calendar are divided into counties, 
and are to be found in the Eound Room at the Record Office.^

* Very many of these Rolls only contain the names of the collectors and 
particulars of the amounts received, and it is very aggravating to have 
these commonly valueless documents hrought down after a long wait. There 
used to be nothing to shew this m the calendar, though a shrewd guess could 
often have been given by noticing the number of membranes given in the 
calendar. If there are only one or two, or if the roll is headed ' * Particule 
Compoti," the document should not, as a rule, be written for, as no names will 
be given. But, now the lists have been gone through, and ' N ' added in pencil 
to all such rolls as give lists of names. By the way, the lists now contain re- 
ferences to many more rolls than they did when my first edition was issued. 
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These calendars also give the Hundreds to which each 
document refers. 

Qalendars of the Kolls are to be found in the 2nd, 3rd, 4th, 
and 5th Eeports, and a detailed list of the Exchequer Series in 
the 20th Report, p. 138. 

Some rolls begin as early as the reign of Henry m,, but 
most counties have none before about the middle of the reign 
of Edward I. 

There is generally a fine roll about 1st Edward III. ; that 
for Norfolk, though imperfect still, contains seventy-two long 
skins written on both sides in double columns, and giving the 
names of certainly 37,000 persons, with the sums at which 
they were rated, arranged under the villages and towns where 
they resided. 

The return for the Poll Tax of 2nd Eichard II. (1379) is 
also usually perfect. That for the West Riding of York was 
published in 1882 by the Yorkshire Archeeological and Topo- 
graphical Association (Bradbury and Co.), and cannot contain 
fewer than 25,000 names. Unluckily, the Association did not 
think it worth while to print an index, so its value is minimized, 
at all events for genealogical collectors. 

Very few Subsidy Rolls have been printed, and the only 
complete series for any Hundred is, I think, that printed by 
me in tsij Rough Notes for a History of North. Erpingham^^'^ part ii. 
which has all the Norfolk RoUs from 1st Edward HI. to 
24th Charles II. Sir Thos. Phillipps lithographed the Subsidy 
Roll for Wilts for 7th Edward II., which now sells for 14»., and 
Bigland published some Gloucestershire Rolls, and recently the 
Oxford Historical Society has printed the Oxford Subsidy RoUs 
from 1381 to 1524 and the Hearth Tax Roll of 1665, and the 
Poll Tax for 1380 (?) is printed in Mr. Powell's Rising in East 
Anglia in 1381, and that for 1327 for Suffolk is being issued 
in the East Anglian, vol. v. Mr. G. Marshall has printed the 
Nottingham Subsidy for 1689 (Worksop, 1895). 

The Hearth Tax RoUs are also very fuU as a rule, and begin 
14th Charles II., but were soon abolished — 1st William and 
Mary. 

To those who are interested in tracing the component parts of

the present English, race, there are many " Alien Subsidies " 
and other documents in this series which will interest them, e.g.^ 
**Ttl Roll of Inquisitions, showing the names of foreigners, &c., 
in the hundred of Earsham, charo:eable to the Alien Subsidy." 

The records of the Treasury side of the Exchequer are most 
interesting. A rough report on them will be found in the 7th 
Eeport, Appendix II., and a statement of receipts and issues 
from 1625-1699 in the 7th Report, Appendix 11.; but the 
student should consult Thomas* Ancient JExchequer of England, 
8vo. 1848, which sells for about 6«. The documents relating to 
the office of the Queen's Remembrancer of the Exchequer are a 
class by themselves, and are described in the 1837 Report, pp. 
143 and 194. The miscellaneous records of the Queen's 
Remembrancer are calendared in the 40th Report, pp. 467-479. 

The Custom Rolls form another series, and are of the highest 
value to all who are interested in the growth of English trade. 
The text book (and an excellent one too) on this subject is Mr. 
Hubert Hall's History of the Customs Revenue in Englcmd, 2 vols. 
8vo. 1885. For a list of rolls relating to the collection of 
customs at the various ports, from Edward I., see 20th Report, 
pp. 115 and 116, and 1837 Report, pp. 185b-189. 

Among other fiscal documents are the Pell Records^ which 
comprise Liberate Rolls, Issue Rolls, Entry Books, and recording 
payments made out of the king's revenue, and are very in- 
teresting. Three volumes of extracts from them, viz., (i) extracts 
from the Liberate and Issue Rolls, Henry III. to Henry VI. ; 
(ii) The Issue Roll for 44th Edward HI., 1370; (iii) Extracts 
from the Entry Books of James I. ; were published by the late 
Frederick Devon in 1835-7, the first being issued under the 
title of JDevon^s Issues of the Exchequer, and would sell for about 
£1. \s. 

Specimens of a short tabular calendar of the Liberate Rolls 
will be found in the 1837 Report, p. 74.

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OHAPTEE XI. 






There can be no doubt that, besides the various presentments 
of fines due to the king on heirs succeeding to their estates 
and not being knighted, which we find on the Crown Plea Rolls, 
there were from early times separate inquisitions taken as 
soon as any one of importance died, to ascertain of what he 
died possessed, and who was his heir. Probably the findings on 
these inquisitions were communicated to the authorities who 
attended the court and made up the roll, and were the origin 
of the entries in question. 

Whether these' inquisitions were taken on each death, or 
periodically, we do not now know. 

Traces of inquisitions of the latter class will be found in 
the roll printed from Harleian MS. 624, which was printed by 
Stacey Grimaldi in 1830, under the title of Rotuli de Domtnahus 
et Pueria et PuelUs, The date of this roll is 1185. It is said by 
D'Ewes to be collected from the Pipe Roll of 31st Henry II. {see 
1837 Report, p. 181), and was long missing, but has now been 
found among the Miscellanea of the Exchequer. 

It gives returns as to the heirs and their ages, and the value 
of their lands, for twelve counties, viz., Beds, Bucks, Cambridge, 
Essex, Herts, Hunts, Lincoln, Middlesex, Norfolk, Northampton, 
Rutland, Suffolk ; but of course only refers to the marriageable 
ladies who were then in the king's gift and the boys and girls 
in ward. 

Of the Inquisitions Post Mortem ^ there are two series," which

It has been said that transcripts were made, under the old 
commission, of all inquisitions from Edward III. to Elizabeth 
{see 1819 Eeport, p. 39), which would be very useful to those who 
cannot read the old hand ; but I believe the statement was only 
one of those pleasing fictions which abound in the old reports. 

When the tenant in capite died, the king at once sent down a 
writ to the escheator who was appointed for each county, and 
was so called from having to look after the escheats or fines 
due to the king. This writ, which was called a diem clausit 
extremuniy^ directed the escheator to call a jury, who were to 
enquire of what land the dead man died seized, and by wh&t 
rent he held it, and who and bow old was his heir. 

The writ and the return were sent back together into 
Chancery, where they were filed and are now consultable. 

A calendar to this (the Chancery) series exists from the be- 
ginning in 1217 to 2nd Eichard III. (1484) with an appendix of 
some inquisitions as late as James I.^ Unluckily, this calendar 
is extremely scanty and incorrect,® and does not give the heirs, 
but has long indexes of names and places. 

In 1 865 another series of calendars was commenced, two royal

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It covered the reigns of Henry m. and Edward I. only, and 
is conceived on opposite lines to the old calendar, for it gives 
detailed particulars as to the finding of the heir, but omits all 
reference (except to the county) of the property. This is a 
great pity, for though a searcher can get the substance of any 
inquisitions by combining the entries in the two calendars, it 
gives him needless trouble ; so I am glad to hear that tabular 
indexes to all the series are now being prepared for publication, 
and will cover the period from Henry VIII. to Charles I. 
{see 49th Eep. xv.). Meanwhile I have printed a detailed 
Calendar of all Norfolk in question, from Henry III. to Charles I., 
for the Norfolk Archaeological Society. Mr. Phillimore has 
printed a Calendar for London and Middlesex, 1485-1645. The 
Gloucester Inquisitions, temp. Charles I., are being issued by the 
Index Society. The Dorset for the same period are done by Mr. 
Fry, and the Yorkshire, from Henry III. to Edward I., by the 
Yorkshire Society; and the late Mr. W. D. 8elby printed the 
Lancashire and Cheshire Index. The Wiltshire are in hand for 
the Index Library. A list of those preserved in the College of 
Arms, Henry VIII. to Charles I., is being printed in the Geneal, 
new series, vols, ix.-xi. 

The publication of Hoberts* Calendar was stopped, but a few 
years of Edward II. were printed in the first Appendix of the 
32nd Report, and Mr. Vincent^ is slowly going on with it in the 
columns of the Genealogist. 

From 32nd Henry VIII. transcripts of the Chancery In- 
quisitions were sent into the Court of Wards and Liveries,*

* Duplicates of these, being the Feodaries* Certificates of Inquisitions, were 
among the Rolls Chapel Records, and are known as Enrolments of Escheators* 
Accounts. They were made up for each county every two or three years, 
and give very nearly the same information as the inquisitions. A Calendar 
of these Escheators* Accounts, from Henry VII. to James I., is printed in 
the second Appendix to the 10th Report, pp. 2-223, and there is a MS.

The best description of the Records of this Court will be found 
on pp. 176-177, of Mr. Walford D. Selby's Lancashire and Cheshire 
Records. 

A rough Calendar of the Inquisitions of the Court wiU be 
found in vol. civ. of Palmer's Indexes (Record Office). 

Thomas Cole collected from the Records of the Court of 
Wards a great deal of very valuable matter, now forming 
Harleian MS8. 410, 411, 756, 757, 758, 759, 760, and beginning 
32nd Henry "VTII. An index to this collection was printed by 
Sir Thomas Phillipps, and is of very great use. 

Probably no class of records has had more extracts taken 
from, or abstracts made of, them than these Inquisitions Post 
Mortem. Nearly 4 pp. of Sims' Manual (125-8) are taken up with 
a detailed catalogue of some of them, and the searcher interested 
in any one county should, by all means, refer first to this, and 
see whether any one has already been collecting what he 
wants. 

Of published County Calendars there are not many. Phillipps* 
Index to Cole's collection is mentioned above.^ 

Calendars of the later Inquisitions for Lancashire and Cheshire 
and for Norfolk have been printed by Mr. Selby ; and the York- 
shire Association has printed one from James I. to Charles I. 

Besides the regular series of Inquisitions Post Mortem, it 
must not be forgotten that there are very many relatiiig to the 
tenants of the Duchy of Lancaster, whose officials exercised a

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separate jurisdiction over them. There are three folio volumes 
of printed Cetlendars of {i.a.) these Inquisitions, and if the 
searcher is interested in counties in which the Duchy had 
possessions, he must by no means omit to search them. 

When by the Inquisitions Post Mortem it was found that the 
heir was the king's **ward," his rents were received by the 
king during his minority or sold by him to some purchaser. 

Naturally, therefore, the grip of the king and his receivers on 
his income was not relaxed until it was proved up to the hilt that 
such minority was reaUy over. This necessitated a second 
inquisition taken on behalf of the minor, on a writ technically 
called the ** proof of age," on which a jury enquired into and 
found the age of the heir. 

Apart from their genealogical value, they are highly interest- 
ing from the curious events related by the different witnesses as 
reasons why they remember the birth of a child as to whose 
age they are deposing. 

The late W. D. Cooper printed in vol. xii. of the Sussex 
ArchcRological Collections an excellent paper dealing with the 
proofs of age of Sussex families, from the Introduction to which 
I extract the following descriptive notes : — 

** Occasionally the witnesses were present at the baptism, and 
held a lighted wax candle or torch at the font; sometimes they saw 
the child taken to the church, or were informed by the chaplain 
or servants that the ceremony had been performed. Some witnesses 
recollect the day, because births and deaths happened in their 
own families, or, what seemed to fix most distinctly the memory, 
the witness's own marriage, exemplifying our proverbial East 
Sussex saying, **he has got a wife, and he knows it.'' One 
remembers it from the unwilling marriage of his own mother, 
with whom her future husband went to law, '^ and it was adjudged 
by law that he should have her to wife against her will, and he 
married her that year." Others remember it from descents, pur- 
chases, or grants of land or woods ; some because of high winds 
and the unroofing of houses ; or the placing of a new paling round 
the neighbour's close ; or the erection of new houses and stables ; 
others because the godfathers and godmothers put up their horses 
or eat and drank at their houses; one man fetches the midwife; 
another brings the godfathers and godmothers; and a third learns 
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the fact from them : institutions to livings, admittances to religious 
houses as monks, and apprenticeships, all help the recollection. 

*' Misfortunes (the middle plague amongst them) enter largely 
into the refreshers of the memory. At Hurstmonceux a rather 
lawless state of things existed; for whilst on the baptism of one 
Fiennes, the child's father, the lord of the place, went to the 
witness's house, and wished to beat him; the same lord distrained 
for four chickens in arrear from another tenant, and when, 
twenty-seven years afterwards, the grandchild was baptized, sixty 
large eels were stolen from the father's nets. One man gave 
himself the gratification of walking to Bosham, to look at an 
acquaintance who had hanged himself; another broke his arm by 
a fall from a load of hay ; one more broke his leg against a ladder, 
"which he shall never forget;" and, worst of all, poor John 
Stryveling lost his man-servant on the christening-day, taken by 
the French enemies at Ohidham, and carried to Harfleur. 

Unluckily, these proofs of age axe not numorous. A list of 
them is printed in the 3rd Report of the Deputy Keeper, p. 202, 
and 4th Report, p. 131. The new references to these documents 
are given in the interleaved copy of the folio Calendar of Chan- 
cery Inquisitions Post Mortem, kept in the Long Search Room. 

These proofs of age were entered in the Queen's Bench Rolls 
{Thomas, p. 1 12), and it would be as well if a calendar of these en- 
rolments could be made, but I fear the labour would be too great. 

Until 32nd Henry VIII., a man, however rich in lands he 
might have been, had no power to make his ** will " and leave 
away a single acre from his heir. 

His Testament, dealing solely with his money and other per- 
sonal property, he could have made, and generally did so in some 
permutation or combination of the forms in Appendix I., p. 157. 

When he died the document was proved, and a certificate or 
** probate act" («^^ Appendix I., p. 159) was annexed to the 
parchment transcript of the will.^ 

^ It is most amusing how nearly every novelist (Kingsley in the Hillyars 
and the Burtons, where the terrier finds the missing parchment up the 
chimney) and playwright to this day, when in due course of events the 
orginal lost will which is to restore the wronged persons to affluence is 
discovered, describe it as "parchment." I never saw an original will on 
parchment, but the transcript or probate is always copied on it. 
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Sometimes, however, though he never signed a will (signature 
by the way, was unnecessary as far as money or other personal 
property was concerned, tiU 1838), or even had it reduced to 
writing, he made what is called a nuncupative will or testament 
on his death-bed.^ 

If he died without written or spoken will, then administration 
to his estate and effects was granted in early days to the 
Ordinary, but later on to his next of kin. 

One need not dilate on the extreme value of all the foregoing 
documents. No other class of records gives so much information 
as to the relations, the position, and the class of life of the 
person who made it. No other series is more interesting, and 
none, I regret to say, more inaccessible than they. For a 
complete guide to the ''Ancient Courts of Probate" see Dr, 
MarshalVs Guide^ a most useful book; and Fhillimore, pp. 
811-323. 

Certainly the early wills formerly at Doctors' Commons, 
which begin about 1 350,^ have been more or less thrown open 
by the Judges of the Probate Court ; but the accommodation 
for searchers was long inadequate, and the restrictions are 
harrassing. In my first edition I wrote — ^but, indeed, for 
the personal courtesy of Mr. Smith, the able and most obliging 
antiquary who presides over the Literary Search Eoom at 
Somerset House, matters would indeed go badly with any 
enquirer.* But unluckily, that gentleman, whose special know- 
ledge of his subject and unfailing courtesy especially fitted him 
for the place, has for some inscrutable reason been removed 
from it. 

The wills enrolled in the Court of Hustings of the "City" 
of London begin much earlier than any other series (1258), and 
an excellent calendar of them is being issued by the Corporation. 

There are many printed collections of wills, all of which 
will be more or less useful to the beginner, as accustoming

— A Catalogue of the Yorkshire Wills at Somerset House, 
1649-1660. Yorkshire Archl. and Top. Association. Index 
to bundles of untranscrihed Wills at York, temp. Charles I. 
id,, not yet issued. Testamenta Ehoracensia, published by 
the Surtees Society. Index to original Letters of Adminis- 
trations, printed by F. A. Crisp. 
Of course there are immense MS. collections from wills in the 
British Museum and elsewhere. For a detailed list of these 
I will refer my readers to Sims' Manual, pp. 344 et seq. He 
has, however, omitted perhaps the finest, viz., D'Ewes' Collection 
of Norfolk Wills, which is Harleian MS. 10. There are also very 
many references to MS. collections on pp. 229-31 of Q-atfield's 
Guide to Heraldry, &c. 

Following the wills, the Inventories and Accounts rendered by 
the executors in pursuance of their paths 'on proving the wills, 
are often of the highest interest, as giving the minutest details 
of the furniture, plate, and other effects of the deceased. The 
accounts of Eichard, Bishop of London, in 1303 (published by 
Archdeacon Hale for the Camd. Soc), and of Sir John Fastolf 
(printed by Mr. Gairdner in his Paston Letters), axe both very 
fine specimens of this class of record. 
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CHAPTEE Xn. 

Jttanorial lElecorts/ Court 3filolte, ^c. 



I HAVE no hesitation in saying that where a long series of 
Court Rolls of a manor have been preserved, they are the most 
valuable, interesting, and easily consultable class of records the 
topographer can have. The genealogist, and especially he 
who interests himself in the descent of those who do not belong 
to armigerous families, will often find them the only way of 
tracing pedigrees before the Church Eegister begins. 

But, alas, not one manor in twenty has a good series of the 
rolls, and of these not one in twenty is accessible to the 
enquirer. Many stewards have the mistaken idea that the old 
rolls are nuisances, as containing entries which may be used 
against their lords some day on questions of commons or customs, 
and very rarely allow anyone to consult them without the 
special consent of the lord.^ 

If this consent is obtained, the office of a busy solicitor (who 
will of course expect to be paid for the production) is not the 
place in which an antiquary loves to linger, at so much an hour. 
When, however, the rare opportunity occurs, the topographer 
should never miss it, but, setting all other business ajaide, copy, 
copy, and copy, till he has as much as he possibly can. When 
again the solicitor himself combines the antiquary with the 
steward, as was the case in the late Mr. Carthew, a book like 
his History of Launditch may be expected. 

The rolls contain two distinct classes of information. The Lete 
Eoll (usually part of the general roll) is practically the pre- 
sentments of the ofEences of the tenants, whether for assault and 
battery, blood drawing, theft, &c., or for breaches of sanitary 
and other wise regulations. The general presentments are of 
the deaths of the tenants and the consequent admissions of their 
heirs or legatees (in which case the will is enrolled), of sales and

So there are in the 
Bodleian, the British Museum (especially the Additional MSS.), 
and elsewhere. 

A translation of the **compotuB" of the manor of Newton, 
near Wisbech, for 1395, is printed in East Anglian, vol. iv. pp. 
69 et seq. There is much about the enfranchisement of bonds- 
men in blood or viUeins among the Exchequer Commissions 
and Depositions, q.v., p. 47.

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CHAPTER Xm. 






Speaking roughly there are four classes of records which 
give information on the subject matter of this chapter; — (1) The 
Charter Eolls; (2) the Originalia Rolls; (3) the Close Rolls; 
and (4) the Patent Rolls. 

The Charter Holla begin with 1st John (1199) and end with 
12th James I., but really much earlier, there being few entries 
after Richard II. 

They contain grants of fairs, markets, and free warren 
privileges, incorporation charters, &c., &c., but their nature can 
best be judged by inspecting the vol. for King John (1 199-1216) 
which was printed in 1 837, in folio, by the Record Commission. 

There is also a printed calendar, which was published in 1803 
(sells for 15«.), and extends from 1st John (1199) to Edward IV. 
(1483), but it is fearfully inaccurate. It includes also a calendar 
of the Inquisitions ad quod damnum from 1st Edward II. to 
38th Henry VI. These inquisitions were often the precursors 
of king's charters, licences in mortmain, &c., &c., the king 
frequently directing an inquisition or enquiry to be made, 
whether it would be an injury to himself or his subjects if he 
made a certain grant or gave a certain license. 

On this subject, of course, the Records of the Treasury of the 
Exchequer are most valuable. 

Whenever any service, rent, or salary was reserved by any 
grant or charter, special memoranda of it were entered in the 
Originalia Rolls by the Exchequer officials, to whom they were 
transmitted by the Chancery. 

They are in fact rolls which contain all the information that 
the officers of the Exchequer needed for the carrying on their 
duties of collecting the king's revenue, and from them may be 
obtained : — 

(1) The names of nearly all officials, and certainly of all who 
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Tinder any circumstances might liave to account for anything 
to the king. 

(2) Enrolments of all grants by charter or patent under 
which were received anything to be paid to the king. 

(3) Letters of denization ^ and some pardons,^ especially when 
a man had pardon for his life, but not for his lands. 

The Originalia from 20th Henry III. to 51st Edward III. 
(1235-1377) were abstracted for the Government, and the 
abstracts printed in two vols, fo., in 1805-10, a work which 
now sells for 12«. 

They have been partly transcribed for the reign of James I. ; 
see 1819 Report, pp. 41, 42, 48. For a facsimile of part of 
them see same Report, No. xxiii. 

A continuation of these abstracts from 1st Richard II. to the 
end of James I. now forms Additional MSS. 6363, 6387, at the 
British Museum. I do not know if there is a duplicate of this 
Calendar at the Record Office. 

The first vol. of a printed work, Jones'* Index to the 
Originalia and Memoranda * of the Lord Treasurer, Mememhrancer' s 
side of the Exchequer (2 vols, fo., 1793) gives many entries for 
the period between Henry , VIII. and Anne (inclusive), and is a 
very useful work, though the index locorum is very poor. A 
copy is now worth about 9«. 

The second vol. gives reference to various Exchequer entries, 
such as enrolments of charters, grants and patents to several 
religious houses and to cities, boroughs, towns, companies, 
colleges, and other public institutions, from the earliest* 
period, &c. 

The '* Repertory Roll " of the origineilia is easy to search for 
pardons of murders, creations of baronets, &c.

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The Eecords of the Treasury ^ axe of course very voluminous. 
A report on them will be found in the 7th Eeport, Appendix II.

The Close Molls,^ so called because they were registers of letters 
closed or sealed up, and directed to individuals, in contra- 
distinction to the Patent Eolls, which recorded those ** patent" 
or open for everyone to read and take notice, — contain a vast 
number of entries of the highest interest, such as proclamations 
suppressing riots and tumults, orders to the sheriffs on all sorts 
of matters, directions for raising and collecting subsidies. 

The bulk of these rolls is immense. Mr. Selby, in the Intro- 
duction to his Lancashire and Cheshire Records, p. 9, says there 
are 18,342 rolls from 1204-1879, which would fill, if printed, 
450 folio vols, of 1000 pp. each, a fact which he rightly 
commends to the consideration of those who talk nonsense 
about printing the records in extenso. 

The roll from 6th John (1204) to 11th Henry m. (1227) was 
printed in two vols, folio by Duffus Hardy for the Government, 
under the title of Rotuli Lit. Clans. ^ and now sells for about 
£1. 10«. The rest of the reign of Henry III. has been ex- 
cellently calendared by the late Mr. Sharpe, in 10 vols, fo., the 
MS. of which is in the Eound Eoom of the Eecord Office, but 
unhappily there is no index now. 

An excellent construction of them, of which three vols, of 
Edward 11. (1307-1323) is already issued — ^the indexes are 
excellent — and another vol. (1323-4) is now in the press. 

Hardy published a description of these rolls in 1833, which

All the Parliamentary Writs and Summonses to Parliament 
are entered on the dorses of these rolls, which also contain many 
private deeds enrolled. 

There is. said to be an index to these rolls in the library of 
Lincoln^s Inn, and the 1800 Report, p. 92b, gives a list of 
all the abstracts and indexes up to that date. As to the 
later indexes see the list of Record Office Calendars in the 2nd 
Appendix to the 41st Report. 

An official index from Elizabeth to the present time (?) 
was kept at the Enrolment Office. 

The Patent Rolls^ extend from 3rd John (1201), and contain 
innumerable grants of offices and lands, fairs and markets, 
confirmations, licenses to crenellate or fortify, licenses for the 
election of bishops,^ abbots, &c., creations of peers, pensions,* 
&c., and of later years the patents for inventions.* 

On the backs are noted the Commissions to the Justices of 
the Peace, &c., which pass the Great Seal, commissions to try 
causes as to land, &c. The best description of the Patent 
Rolls is that by T. D. Hardy, which he printed privately in 1835. 

A folio volume of so-called calendar was published by 
Government in 1802, but obviously was of the scantiest 
selections only, the rough note book, indeed, of some office

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clerk in the reign of James I. ( Cooper^ i. p. 297). Hardy in his 
account of the Patent Rolls says that this calendar does not give 
a tenth part of the entries of John and Henry IH., while 
Cooper (i. p. 299) says not more than a fourteenth. It now sells 
at about 5«. 

In 1835 a folio vol. of all the Letters Patent, extracted (by 
Sir T. Duffus Hardy) from the Patent EoUs. but not forming all 
its contents, covering the period 1201-1216, was printed by 
Government with admirable indexes. 

At the Eecord Office there are three vols, of full modern 
calendars of the Patent EoUs for Henry III., but not indexed, 
prepared by Mr. H. J. Sharpe, of which a specimen is printed in 
the 28th Eeport. 

Very good lexicographical calendars of the Patent EoUs, from 
1st to 6th Edward I., are printed in the 42nd to 49th Eeports. 
This series is now being followed by excellent calendars, which 
are now being printed and very well indexed. Those issued at 
present are, Edward I. (3 vols.) ; Edward IT. (1 vol.), 1307-12; 
Edward III. (3 vols.), 1327-1338; Richard 11. (1 vol.), 
1377-1381). 

Except for the little help obtainable from Falmer^s Indexes, 
mentioned below, there is nothing to bridge over the awful gap 
between Henry III. and Edward V., at which latter date an 
excellent new calendar (with, however, a most mysterious and 
puzzling index) was printed in the 9th Report, pp. 148 et seq. 
This covers two reigns, Edward V. and Richard III., and is 
continued in MS. in the Round Eoom of the Eecord Office ; for 
Henry VII. (11 vols.), Henry VIIE. (14 vols.), and part of 
Edward VI.i

discounts their value. If the authorities at the Record Office would only 
realize the fact that one indexed calendar is worth two unindexed, and that 
lexicographical indexes could be contracted for out of the Office at less than 
10*. per 1000 references, some improvement would soon take place. Again, 
the peurUity of making alphabetical indexes only out of cut-out slips is most 
vexatious. A very slight extra expenditure of labour would make the index 
lexicographical and save an immensity of searchers' time. This is now (1896) 
being fast remedied by the new Deputy Keeper, who is nothing if not 
practical. 
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From Henry Vlll. there are official MS. Indexes Nominum 
to the Patent Bolls, and there are more or less complete 
(though unofficial) Indexes Locorum, known as Palmer^s 
Indexes^^ to be found in the Eound Eoom. At pp. 205-209 of 
the 2nd Eeport is a calendar of all calendars, the enrolments of 
all letters patent from Henry VIII., granting offices, pensions, 
and honours, which are easier to search. The ** Signet" Bills 
Indexes, which give clues to the Patent Eolls, have been printed 
from 1584-1624, by Mr. Phillimore in his Index Zibrart/f as to 
which see the Index to this book. 

Besides these four sets of rolls you should, if you are looking 
for early matters, refer to the Pardon Polls y which exist from 24th 
Edward I., as to which see 1837 Eeport, pp. 70a and 111. 

The Hund/red Polls, another record of the Exchequer, con- 
sisting of inquisitions taken under a commission dated 1274, 
may be broadly stated to be the results of inquisitions into all 
rights of manor, warren, chase, fishery, toll, market, &c., claimed 
at the date of the commission, which was issued to put an 
end to various extortions and tyrannies which had then 
sprung up. 

These rolls have been printed in extenso, viz., in 1818, and 
are scarce, costing £4 or so. See 1st Eeport, p. 145. 

A sequel to these Hundred EoUs were the Placita de Quo 
Warranto f temp. Edward I., II., and m. ; which were the trials 
ordered to test the justice of the claims mentioned in the 
Hundred Eolls. For a facsimile of part of one see 1819 Eeport, 
Ixii. It was printed in 1818 in a thick folio volume, and is 
scarce, selling for £2. 10«. 

Then there are the Inqutsitiones ad quod damnum^ already 
described at pp. 41 and 110. 

If you are specially looking for grants of offices or pensions 
from the Crown, you should, besides the four sets, viz., those 
of the Tower, the Chancery (or Eolls), the Exchequer, and the

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Wards and Liveries (or Ooiirt of Wards),^ go through the Pell 
Office Issue Rolls, the Patent Books (the Auditors' series and the 
Pell series separately, the Auditor's series being copies of all 
patents which confer salaries),* the Privy Seal Books* (similarly 
divided into series), the Docket Books of the Privy Signet 
Office;* and the indexes of the same office, both of which begin 
1584, should also be consulted. It is to be remembered, 
however, that these signet indexes refer to the Signet Bills, 
Home Office. 

The Lord Chamberlain's Records should also be searched. 
They are at the Record Office, but are not yet open to the 
public without a special permit. The Privy Council records are 
still at Whitehall, and can only be seen by special permission, 
which is obtainable by application to the Lord Chamberlain; 
but as the searcher must have a special introduction, and 
the officials have apparently the greatest and most absurd 
jealousy of allowing their records (even of the reign of 
Elizabeth) to be seen, the effort is hardly likely to be successful. 

Of course these records of the Privy Council ought long ago 
to have boen brought to the Record Office, being Domestic State 
Papers of the highest interest. From 10th Richard 11. to 
33rd Henry VIII. they have been printed in extenso by Sir 
Harris Nicolas in 7 vols.; this now being continued in the 
Master of the Rolls Series, vol. i., 1542 to 1550, having been 
already issued.

There is much in the Eecord Office relating to Royal Forests. 
A calendar of the rolls, &c., relating to them is at pp. 126-7 of 
the 20th Eeport, and there is a descriptive catalogue from 
Henry III. to James I. at the Eecord Office. The Perambulation 
EoU for 7th Edward I. is mentioned at p. 54 of the 2nd Eeport, 
and one for Windsor (28th Edward I.) id, p. 64. 

For peerage and baronetage claims the searcher should (be- 
sides Dugdale, Burke, Collins, Nicolas, and Foster, the standard 
works on the subject) refer to Parliamentary Writs and Writs 
of Military Service, by Sir F. Palgrave, two vols, folio, 1834, 
which has magnificent indexes. It now sells for about 
£3. 3«. 

The grants of peerages and baronetages are entered on the 
Patent EoU. There is a calendar of the creations of peers 
from Eichard HE. in the 47th Report, p. 78 ; and of baronets 
from 1611, fi. p. 125.

THE EECOED OFFICE. 

Few of those who frequent the comfortable and convenient 
Literary Search-room at the Public Record Office in Fetter Lane 
have any idea of the inconveniences which attached to those 
who, like myself, used to search twenty-five years ago in a long 
unpleasant room, with low tables and high backless forms, 
which cramped the searcher's legs if he were anything above 
a dwarf in stature. A searcher then had to pay a shilling 
for each search, and had to make his copies in pencil: 
a barbarism to which, however, the authorities have compelled 
us to temporarily revert recently ; and though the bad old days 
of extortion were over, those of civility and help had not yet 
come. 

Now-a-days it would be difficult to find a place where study 
and search can be carried on more easily and pleasantly than at 
the Public Record Office, and certainly at no place are the 
officials, from the highest to the lowest, more courteous or more 
willing to help. The beginner, stumbling along, and only half 
conscious as to what he is looking for, is as well treated and 
listened to as patiently as the habttui ; and with the single 
exception of lunatics, who want information about unclaimed 
millions "in Chancery," who are sternly kept*at bay by a 
standing notice in the lobby, all searchers, however different 
their objects, are made welcome. 

The cause of all this is easily explained. There is hardly a 
clerk in the office who does not take an active and intelligent 
interest in some class of records, and who has not contributed 
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something i to their history. In fact, the present and past staff 
may be said to be teachers of a record school or university, to 
the very great advantage of the amateur student. Their 
patience in helping the novices (often tiring, tedious, and 
exacting) is indeed most admirable. 

It is very pleasant to consider how different the present state 
of things is to that which is disclosed by the amusing contro- 
versial tracts, from 1831-1846, when Cooper, Cole, Palgrave, 
and Hardy were at one another's throats on various issues, when 
the machine worked with as little harmony as it possibly could 
without stopping, and when, it is obvious, jobbery and incom- 
petence were rife. I have a good collection of these tracts, and 
often amuse myself by reading them, and trying to get to the 
rights of the attacks and counter attacks they contain, but 
ultimately come to the conclusion that one thing only is certain, 
and that is that speaking generally — of ' course there are 
exceptions — the waste of public money was only equalled by the 
badness of the work for which it was paid. Useful hints and 
stray facts may sometimes be picked up among the scoritB of this 
literary dust bin, but I doubt if it is worth while raking it up — 
certainly not here. 

Now-a-days the office is kept up most efficiently and very 
economically ; and if I venture further on upon a few criticisms 
and minor grumbles, I trust they will be taken in good part. 
The addition to the comfort of the readers by the installation of 
the electric light is immense. Would that it were possible that 
the Eeading Boom, now closed on Saturday afternoons at 2, and 
on other days at 4*30 could by its means be available to students, 

I I need hardly remind my readers of such works as Mr. J. Gairdner*s 
Potion Letters, Mr. J. J. Cartwright*s Wentworth Papers, Mr. Luke O. Pike's 
History of Crime in England, Mr. Hubert Hall's History of the Customs and 
Society in the Reign of Elizabeth, Mr. Ewald's Handbook to the Records, and 
last, but far from least, Mr. Walford D. Selby's most valuable works so 
frequently cited in. this book. 

Since writing the above, the office has lost its most popular official, the late 
Mr. Selby, but Mr. Scargill- Bird's Guide (so often quoted in these pages), 
and Mr. Trice Martin's Record Interpreter have worthily carried on the 
traditions of the office. 
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who like myself, are now too busy to go there in the present 
hours ! Many would pay even a heavy fee for the privilege of 
doing some evening work. 

Full particulars of the rules and regulations of the office are 
given on pp. 125-8, and the plans on pp. 129-130 will enable a 
searcher to put his hand on any of the more important calendars, 
and so begin his search. All the numbered calendars and 
indexes in the Eecord Office are referred to direct in the Index 
to this work, the number after each being the reference to the 
volume, and if this is given to the attendant, he will at once 
bring it to the searcher. It will be as well, however, before 
beginning any lengthened search, for the beginner to study at 
home all or any of the following works : —

On beginning his search the novice will find himself greatly 
hampered by the recent rule that he must not use ink — ^not even 
from a stylograph. This is a barbaric rule, which 1 hope will 
soon be altered. When I first was a student of the Eecords the 
pencil craze was in vogue, but was abolished, and ink allowed by 
Sir T. Duffus Hardy. Now we have once more gone back to the 
dark ages. It, of course, behoves all searchers to take the 
greatest possible care of the documents entrusted to them, and 
all officials to see they do so; and no reasonable man would 
object to very severe rules, such as that any person inking a 
record, or even the desk on which it rests, should be suspended 
for the first ofiPence and debarred from ink again for the rest of 
his life for the second. But considering how extreme is the 
inconvenience to all workers of having to take pencil notes first, 
and then having to transcribe them at home into ink, thus 
practically doubling the chance of error as well as the time and 
work necessary for any search, it does really seem very hard 
that the careful now have to suffer for the past sins of the 
careless. If the paid office transcribers are still allowed to copy 
for the public in ink, why should not the public be allowed to 
copy for themselves in the same material? A rule like that 
suggested above would answer every purpose, especially if 
supplemented by a regulation that stylograph pens (not to be 
filled on the premises) only should be used. As it is, I am con- 
fident that much useful research will be stopped,^ and for no 
practical purpose. The authorities at the British Museum do 
not insist on pencil only being used, and the MSS. there are, as 

^ Luckily for me, a long calendar I had on hand was almost done before the 
mle came into existenee ; for if it had to be done in pencil first, it certainly 
never could have been done, and I think this is a fair sample of work that 
will now be stopped. Copies of the memorials, for and against the use of 
ink, will be found in the 49th Report, pp. vii. et seq. The memorials against 
the use of ink were signed by many officials of societies who were not 
authorized by their members to sign for them. It was somewhat inconsistent 
for the Principal Librarian of the British Museum and the head of the MS. 
Department there, who both allow ink themselves, to sign against it here I 
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a whole, of greater indiyidual value than any single mem- 
brane — say of a De Banco Roll. 

Another thing he will find worrying and troublesome is the 
question of ventilation, which makes the Bound Hoom a 
veritable rheumatism trap in the winter, though the new Deputy 
Keeper has already worked wonders to amend this. 

Nor will he like the way in which many of the new " Indexes" 
have been compiled under alphabets only. When cut-up slips 
are used, it is scarcely more trouble to sort them lexicographically 
than to sort them alphabetically, and the searcher's extra time 
saved is immense. Indexing is a thing that might be well con- 
tracted for out of the office, for it is like breaking a butterfly on 
a wheel to employ skilled labour (which might well be applied 
elsewhere) in making indexes, which could be done, and well 
done (crede experto), by contract, at from 5». to 7«. 6d, per 1000 
references. 

But it will be the tvant of indexes which will bother him most. 
Take, for example, the Feet of Pines — the chief records of the 
transfer of landed estates, and as invaluable to the topographer 
as to the genealogist. With the few exceptions mentioned at pp. 
50-2, these documents are literally unindexed to the reign of 
Henry VII., and practically unindexed from that date. It is 
true there are so-called ** indexes" on the shelves of the Bound 
Boom, but they are nothing more than lists of the names of the 
parties arranged under counties for each term. The labour there- 
fore, of a general search in any one name, even for one county 
only, is simply prohibitive, and the books are seldom searched 
except for likely periods. Even then, the books are very old 
and their leaves very tender and worn, and each search, during 
which nearly every page of each volume is touched, helps to hasten 
its end ; and when they are gone, even this help will be gone 
too, and the flies themselves will have to be searched, and incalcu- 
lable further labour created. A plain modem transcript of these 
** indexes," which could be indexed volume by volume, would 
not be so very expensive ; and if printed in small type could be 
made to pay its own cost of printing. 

As many of my readers, and especially such as live in the 
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country, may never have the chance of making a personal 
search at the Eecord Office, it may be as well for me to give the 
names and addresses of some of the best-known Becord Agents,^ 
who will, in nearly every case, undertake searches at the British 
Museum and other London repertories. Those to whose names 
a f is prefixed have published antiquarian works.

All the above are thoroughly competent. The three solicitors 
named are as au fait at fighting a '* record" case as getting 
the material together, while Miss Walford is probably the most 
accurate and rapid transcriber in the room, and I can thoroughly 
recommend her. 

The charges of record agents vary very much indeed.' Ex- 
perienced agents can command a very much higher price than 
younger men, for the simple reason that their experience enables 
them to go straight to the class of records likely to afford the 



1 It may save me trouble to state here that (though I happen to be a 
solicitor), I am no^ a record agent, and do not undertake record work.

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information wanted by their clients, and their services, therefore, 
are often really much cheaper in the long run than those of 
beginners who nominally work at a much lower rate, but who 
take very much more time to obtain the saine result : the client 
in efltect paying for their growing experience. 

For plain copies of documents, to which the client himself 
supplies the reference, he need not pay more than 6d, per folio 
of seventy-two words of writing before 1600, and id, per folio 
for later documents. 

The charts on pp. 129 and 130 show the position of most of 
the important Calendars and Indexes in both Search-rooms; 
the letters referring to the lists are opposite each, chart. 

The following are the regulations by which the Record Office 
is governed : — 

1. In these rules and regulations, the word Eecord shall include 
a set of records or documents comprised in a single reference in the 
official calendars, catalogues, or indexes. 

2. The Search-rooms shall be open to persons desiring to inspect 
or search records or documents on every day, except Sunday, 
Christmas Day and Boxing Day, Good Friday to Easter Monday, 
Whit Monday, Her Majesty's Birthday, and the first Monday in 
August. 

3. The hours of admission and attendance shall be from 10 to 4.30 
o'clock, except on Saturdays, when they shall be from 10 to 2.^ 

4. Every person proposing to inspect or search records or docu- 
ments, shall write his or her name and address, daily, in the 
attendance-book kept by the hall-porter. 

5. No umbrellas, sticks, or bags shall be taken into any Search- 
room, and no parcels shall be placed upon the tables. 

6. A separate ticket shall be clearly written and signed by every 
person desiring to inspect or search any record or document for each 
record or document required, and such ticket shall be given by such 
person to the officer in charge of the room before any record or 
document can be produced to the applicant. 

7. No person shall have more than three records or documents, 
inclusive, out at a time. 

8. Records and documents when done with shall forthwith be 
returned by the person to whom they have been produced, to the 
officer in charge of the room, or to one of the attendants, in exchange 
for the tickets referring to them, and every such person shall be held 
responsible for the records or documents issued to him or her, so 

1 The early closing on Saturday is very hard on those who are engaged all 
the week, and whose only spare time is the Saturday half-holiday. 
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long as his or her ticket shall remain with an officer of the Public 
Eecord Office. 

9. A fresh ticket, clearly written and signed by the person to whom 
records or documents have been produced, and bearing the words 
"kept out,'' shall be required for every record and document kept 
out from one day to another i for the convenience of such person. 

10. No person shall lean upon any records, documents, or books, 
belonging to the Public Record Office, or place upon them the paper 
on which he or she is writing. 

11. No person other than an officer of the Record Office shall make 
any mark, in pencil or otherwise, upon any record, document, or 
book belonging to the Public Record Office. 

12. Ink shall not be used in the Public Search-rooms by any 
person admitted thereto for the purpose of inspecting or searching 
records or documents. 

13. Tracings of records or documents shall not be made by any 
person without specific permission from the officer in charge of the 
room. 

14. A list of all calendars, catalogues, and indexes intended for 
the use of the public shall be kept in each of the Search-rooms, and 
shall be revised from time to time. Calendars, catalogues, and 
indexes, not mentioned therein, or withdrawn therefrom, shall not be 
produced in any Search-room without an order from the Deputy 
Keeper." 

15. Records not mentioned in any such list, and records in course 
of arrangement, shall not be produced without an order from the 
Deputy Keeper. 

16. Records and documents of exceptional value, and records 
and documents in fragile condition, shall be produced singly, or 
subject to such conditions as the officer in charge of the room 
shall, in the particular case, think requisite for their safety and 
integrity. 

17. Documents deposited in the Public Record Office by other 
Departments shall be produced only on the order of their respective 
heads, or subject to such conditions as they, with the concurrence of 
the Master of the Rolls, shall from time to time impose. 

18. Persons admitted to the Search-rooms shall replace the 
calendars, catalogues, and indexes used by them on the shelves as 
soon as they are done with. 

19. Records, documents, books, or other articles belonging to the 
Public Record Office shall not be removed from one room to another 
without the specific permission of the officer in charge of the room. 

1 Under special circumstances it might well be arranged that documents 
should be left out for seven days to known searchers, especially to those 
who are doing amateur calendaring. 

' The latter part of this rule is simply stupid. 
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20. Silence shall be maintained in the Search-room, as far as 
possible.^ 

21. The officer in charge of any Search-room shall be empowered 
to exclude persons from the Public Record Office for any of the 
following refiisons : — ^Wilful breach of any of the foregoing rules and 
regulations, persistent disregard of the officer's authority, damage of 
any sort to any record or article belonging to the Public Record 
Office; conduct, language, habits, unseemly dress, or any other matter 
offensive, or likely to be reasonably offensive (sic) to others using the 
PubHc Record Office. Provided always that the exclusion of any 
person shall be forthwith notified in writing with the cause thereof to 
the Deputy Keeper, who shall inquire into the circumstances, and 
whose order, unless reversed by the Master of the Rolls, shall be final. 

22. Inasmuch as a large number of Records of the Courts of Law 
and Equity have been of late years transferred into the Public 
Record Office, and are there frequently consulted for other than 
literary and historical purposes, fees shall be paid according to the 
table hereunder set forth for the production of such records, unless 
the applicant satisfies the Deputy Keeper that such production is 
required solely for the purpose of literary or historical research. 

The other fees specified in the said table shall be payable as therein 
mentioned.

1 It could be wished that this rule could be better enforced. If any two 
searcherB want to carry on an animated conversation in high voices on 
literary or domestic subjects, they would find the corridor admirably adapted 
for that purpose. The gentleman who reads records to himself in a loud 
voice with chuckling accompaniments expressive of high delight or disgust 
might be cautioned, and disqualified after two cautions. So should the men 
and women (I will not use their courtesy titles) who think it necessary to 
talk to the official at the desk for ten minutes at a time, in a high voice 
which disturbs every reader in the room. As I mentioned before, the officials 
are actual Jobs for patience, but might remember that the others who suffer 
are not necessarily as patient.

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THE BRITISH MUSEUM. 



The use of the Reading-room is restricted to the purposes of 
study, reference, and research. The room is kept open on every 
day of the week except Sunday, and except Good Friday, 
Christmas Day, and any fast or thanksgiving day appointed 
by authority ; except also the first four week-days of March and 
October, when the Museum is closed for cleaning. 

The hours throughout the year are from nine in the morning 
till eight in the evening from September to April inclusive, and 
till seven during the other months.* 

The following are the regulations in force : — 

Persons desiring to be admitted to the reading-room must apply in 
writing to the Principal Librarian, specif yiog their profession or 
business, their place of abode, and, if required, the purpose for which 
they seek admission. 

Every such application must be made two days at least before 
admission is required, and must he accompanied hy a written re- 
commendation from a householder (whose address can be identified 
from the ordinary sources of reference), or a person of recognised 
position, with full signature and address, stated to he given on personal 
knowledge of the applicant, and certifying that he or she will make proper 
use of the Beading-room,^ 

11 such application or recommendation be unsatisfactory, the 
Principal Librarian will either refuse admission, or submit the case 
to the Trustees for their decision. 



^ Artificial light not being used in the Library (except in the Reading- 
room), books cannot be supplied for the Reading-room service after 3.30 
in January, February, November, and December; 4.30 in March and 
October; 5.30 in April and September; and 6.30 in May, June, July, and 
August. 

' The Trustees cannot accept the recommendations of hotel keepers and 
lodging-house keepers in favour of their lodgers. 
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The tickets of admission must be produced if required, and are not 
transferable. 

No person under twenty-one years of Age is admissible, except 
under a special order from the Trustees. 

Readers may not write upon, damage, or make any mark upon any 
book, manuscript, or map belonging to the Museum. 

Headers may not lay the paper on which they are writing on any 
book, manuscript, or map. 

No tracing is allowed to be made without express permission from 
the Principal Librarian. 

Silence must be ^ strictly observed in the Beading-room. 

Headers are particularly requested to replace on the shelves of the 
Beading-room, as soon as done with, such books of reference as they 
may have had occasion to remove for the purpose of consultation. 

Any reader taking a book, manuscript, map, or other property of 
the Trustees out of the Beading-room, will be dealt with according 
to law. 

Beaders, before leaving the Beading-room, must restore to an 
attendant at the centre counter, all books, manuscripts, or maps, 
which they have received, and must reclaim and get back the 
' tickets by which they obtained them. Beaders are held responsible 
for such books, manuscripts, or maps, until the tickets have been 
re-delivered to them. 

Any infringement of these rules will render the privilege of 
admission liable to forfeiture. 

Oases of incivility, of undue delay in supply of books, or other 
failure in the service, should be immediately reported to the 
Superintendent of the Beculing-room. 

The privilege of admission is granted upon the following con- 
ditions : — 

(a) That it may be at any time suspended by the Principal 
Librarian. 

(6) That it may be at any time withdrawn by the Trustees 
in their absolute discretion. 

All communications respecting the use of the Beading-room must 
be addressed to ** The Principal Librarian, British Museum, W.O." 

It is requested that any reader observing a defect in, or damage 
to, a book, manuscript, or map, will point out the same to the 
Superintendent of the Beading-room.

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PEOBATE BEGISTET. 
JDepa/riment for Literary Inquiry, 

This is located in the south side of the great quadrangle of 
Somerset House, in the basement beneath the General Search- 
room (where the general public pay their shillings to see any 
will or administration). The literary enquirer enters by the 
main entrance to the Principal Eegistry, and passes through a 
door on the left, and proceeding through a passage with rooms 
on the right and left, descends by a staircase on the left hand to 
the basement, where are also rooms on either side of the corridor. 

Entering No. 9 he finds himself in a large apartment, formed 
by two rooms being thrown into one, and furnished with tables 
and desks for the use of the literary searchers. 

Originally, only six students could be accommodated at one 
time; but since the autumn of the year 1884, when a second 
room was added, as many as fourteen persons can pursue their 
enquiries together. 

The use of the calendars, registers, &c., used to be under the 
direction of the Superintendent of the Department, Mr. J. 0. 
Challoner Smith, a gentleman ever ready to offer valuable 
suggestions and assistance to all who are earnest students, and 
not mere triflers, but who has been removed to another depart- 
ment, apparently to prevent the Search-room from becoming too 
popular. 

There are two messengers to fetch the calendars and registers 
as they may be wanted. Not more than two registers are 
permitted to one reader at one time, nor more than eight 
altogether in one day. 

The Literary Department is open from 10 to 3.30 Monday to 
Friday, and from 10 to 1.30 on Saturdays, except during the 
long vacation, when the hours are from 10 to 1.30 on Saturdays, 
and from 11 to 2.30 on other days. It is closed for a period of 
six weeks during the autumn vacation. 

The visitor is allowed, without fee, to search the calendars, to 
read and make any notes from the registered copies of wills, from 



139 

the earliest recorded to within a hundred years of the particular 
year in which he makes his enquiry. 

The department was created in 1862, and for many years the 
period to which literary enquirers were restricted was from 1394 
to 1699; in less than three years after the removal from Doctors' 
Commons to Somerset House, it was extended to 1st George 
III. (1760); and in September, 1884, in compliance with a 
numerously signed petition from literary men, scholars, &c., it 
was still further extended to a hundred years from the year in 
which the student makes his search, so that a new calendar and 
register becomes available upon the Ist January in each year. 

Visitors are only permitted to read and inspect the registered 
copies of wills ; the originals are not open to them. 

During the Cromwellian period there is a gap in the records 
of all the minor courts; all wills being proved in the London 
Begistry. As to those, and generally as to wills, see p. 105, where 
lists are printed of those already printed. 

The registered copies of wills contained in the Prerogative 
Court commence with the year 1 384. 

The Admonition Act Books are complete from the year 1559 to 
the present time, except that for 1662, which is missing. 

The wills contained in the Commissary Court of London 
begin in 1374, and extend with sundry gaps until 1857. 

The books of the Consistory Court of London contain a large 
number of marriage licenses; also various ecclesiastical pro- 
ceedings relating to divorce, &c., &c., interpersed among the 
wills. 

It may be mentioned that amongst the records of the 
Prerogative Court are a large number of inventories (many 
thousands), which, however, are unfortunately in a chaotic state, 
and seem likely to remain so. The Principal Eegistry includes 
Hertford, South Essex, Middlesex, Surrey, and West Kent. 

The districts assigned to the other Begisters are those 
specified in Schedule A of the Probate Act, 20 and 21 Yict., 
chap. 17 (1857). 

The records of the Minor Courts mentioned above, as included 
in the Principal Eegistry, are under the charge of Mr. G. H. 
Bodman, a gentleman of long experience, who is ably assisted 
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by Messrs. Oheyne and Eouse. The writings relating to these 
minor courts (Episcopal, Arohidiaconal, and Peculiar) commence 
at various irregular dates, some as early as the fourteenth, 
whilst others do not begin before the seventeenth century. 

The enquirer will occasionally find an index extant, whilst 
the wills for the corresponding period are not in the Eegistry, 
never having been transferred to it, but lost by the carelessness 
or neglect of former registrars in the districts where they were 
kept in past times. 

Besides the above, certain records are preserved here, owing 
to special circumstances, relating to Berks, Bucks, and Oxford, 
the Diocese of Salisbury, and the Archdeaconry of Eichmond 
(Torks.). 

The Archdeaconry of Eichmond extended over parts of 
Yorkshire, Lancashire, Westmoreland, and Cumberland. 

For the three Eastern Deaneries (Eichmond, Oatterick, and 
Borough Bridge), the records come down to 1868. 

For the five Western Deaneries (Amoundemess, Copeland, 
Furness, Kendal, and Lonsdale) the records come down to 1 748, 
and after that date are to be found at the Lancaster District 
Eegistry. 

The following are the official instructions to readers : — 

Calendars : — Li writing for Calendars [each of which is numbered] 
it is necessary to give the numbers [and not the dates] of the 
respective calendars which are required. Headers must replace 
calendars which they take from shelves in the room. 

E^gisters : — In writing for Will-Eegister books, the name of the 
book and the folio must be given [c.^r., fo : 73, '^ Juxon "]. No reader 
is allowed to have more than two of these books at one time, nor 
more than eight of them in one day. 

Act-books : — In writing for Act-books, it must be stated whether 
Probate-Act books or Administration-Act books are required, and 
beyond this, it is only necessary to mention the year or years to 
which they refer thus— '* Probate- Act book, 1697," or "Admon-Act 
book, 1705." 

Eeaders must, on each occasion of their attendance, sign their 
name in the book provided for that purpose. 

The following are the regulations concerning the admission of 
literary inquirers to the principal Probate Eegistry at Somerset 
House 2 — 
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1. Application is to be made by letter addressed to the President 
of the Probate, Divorce, and Admiralty Division of the High Court 
of Justice, at **The Principal Probate Eegistry, Somerset House, 
London," with " Department for Literary Liquiry " in the comer of 
the envelope. 

2. The applicant is to state his name, address, profession, or de- 
scription, the object of research, and the period during which he 
purposes to attend. If considered necessary, he may be called upon 
for further explanation, or for a reference. 

3. An order under the signature of the President will give the 
applicant free admission for literary purposes during the time specified 
therein, subject to the requirements of Eegulation No. 4. This 
privilege will be liable to forfeiture for any breach of the rules or 
regulations, or any injury to, or want of care in the use of, the books 
or documents. 

4. Every visitor will be required on each occasion of his attend- 
ance, to sign his name in a book provided for that purpose. 

5. The visitor will be allowed without fee to search the calendars 
of the wills proved and administrations granted at a time not less 
than 100 years prior to the search being made, to read the registered 
copies of wills proved, and the probate and administration act 
books to the same date, and to msike extracts from such wills and 
books. 

6. The visitor will not be allowed to trace or take an impression 
from the writing of any book or document in the Eegistry, or to use 
any ink in making extracts. 

7. No more than two register books can be produced for one 
reader at the same time. 

8. The Superintendent of the department will arrange the days 
for the attendance of those who are entitled to admission, and, as far 
as possible, give facility for each person who has commenced a search 
and inquiry to complete the same without interruption. 

9. The Department for Literary Inquiry in the Probate Registry 
shall be under the immediate superintendence of the Eecord Keepers, 
and shall be open at all times when the Registry is open, except for 
six weeks in the months of August, September, or October, com- 
mencing from a day to be fixed by the Senior Registrar, when it will 
be closed. 

10. No book or document shall be searched for, looked up, or 
produced on Saturdays after 1.30 p.m., or on other days within the 
last half hour of the Department remaining open, unless one of the 
Registrars shall otherwise direct.

The Records of the City of London are under the charge of 
Mr. Reginald R. Sharpe, D.O.L. (St. John's, Oxford), to whom 
enquiries as to access, &c., should be made, at the Record-room, 
Guildhall, E.O. 

The numerous printed calendars and works, such as The Zt'her 
Alhu8, and the Memoriah of London and London Life in the 
Thirteenth^ Fourteenth, and Ftfteenth Centuries (Riley), the 
Rememhranciaj 1579-1664 (Overall), and the Calendar of Letters, 
1350-1370 (Sharpe), the Calendar of Hustings Wills (Sharpe), the 
publication of which does so much credit to the City of London, 
are referred to elsewhere. A much finer edition of the Liber 
Alhus and the Liher CtMtumarum has been printed in the Rolls 
Series, see p. 156. 



LAMBETH LIBRARY. 

I am indebted to Mr. S. W. Kershaw, the able and talented 
librarian of this Library, for permission to reprint the following 
excellent account of it by him : — 

The MSS., in all some 1300 volumes, are divided into seven 
series, named after their respective donors : 

1. Lambeth MSS. (Nos. 1-576). — Given by several Arch- 

bishops. 

2. Wharton MSS. (577-596).— Those of Henry Wharton, 

purchased by Archbishop Tenison. 

3. Cabew MSS. (596-638).— Those formerly belonging to 

Lord Oarew, purchased by Tenison. 

4. Tenison MSS. (639-923), — Collected and given by Arch- 

bishop Tenison. 

5. Gibson MSS. (929-942). — ^Formerly belonged to Arch- 

bishop Tenison, who gave them to his librarian, 
Edmund Oibson, afterwards Bishop of London, by 
whom they were deposited at Lambeth. 
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6. MisoELLAiTBOXTS MSS. (943-1174). — ^Presented by various 

benefactors. 

7. Mannees-Sutton MSS. (1175-1221). — Those purchased 

and presented by Archbishop Manners-Sutton. 

In 1868 the Library was endowed by the Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners, and certain alterations effected by the late 
Archbishop Longley, and approved by the present Primate, 
have rendered the contents easily accessible for research. 

It may be interesting to add that the collection consists of 
nearly 30,000 volumes, which were formerly arranged in. the 
galleries over the once standing cloisters. The books are now 
placed in the Great Hall, rebuilt by Archbishop Juxon about 
1661, and very suitably arranged for the purpose about 1828, at 
the cost of Archbishop Howley. The roof of the hall, which 
is of noble dimensions, and resembles those of Westminster 
Hall and Hampton Court Palace, is built of English oak, 
carved on several parts of the woodwork with the arms of 
Juxon and of the See of Canterbury. At one end of the 
hall is a window in which are the armorial bearings of many 
of the archbishops, together with portions of stained glass, 
which have been removed from other parts of the palace to 
this window. 

The Lambeth Collection consists of records, MSS., and 
printed books. The two former are made known in print by 
the catalogue compiled by Dr. H. J. Todd, and published in 
1812 (folio). 

The records include, — 

1. Eegiaters of the ArchUshops of Cwrderhv/ry^ from Arch- 
bishop Peckham, 1279, to Potter, 1747, and are ren- 
dered highly valuable by DuoareFs elaborate indexes. 

There are indexes of aXl these records (in MS.), either in 
separate books or ^r^fixed to each volume. 

It may be hardly needful to state that these volumes contain, 
in general, the account of each archbishop's consecration, 
records of ordinations, visitations, institutions to benefices, a 
number of important wills, proceedings with the suffragans, 
and Convocation, and, in fact, all the most important proceedings 
of the primate. 
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2. The Parliamentary Surveys^ circ. 1650, in 21 volumes, 

contain surveys of livings taken at that time. 

3. Augmentatiom of Livings, (Nos. 966-1021). These 

papers relate to ''salaries or pensions made by 
ordinance of Parliament for maintenance of preaching 
ministers from 7th Feb., 1647, to 26th Dec, 1658." 

4. Cart(B Antiqua, 13 vols. (Nos. 889-901). Certain 

''charters and instruments relative to the See of 
Canterbury, and others within that province. Some 
of these instruments are of ancient date, but most 
of them are of Henry Yin.'s reign, and subsequent 
thereto." 

5. Freamtatiom to Bmefieea, 4 vols. (Nos. 944-7). Made 

during the Oommon wealth. 

6. Leases. 3 vols. (Nos. 941-50.) These are counterparts 

of leases of Church lands, made by trustees, under 
authority of Parliament, 1652-58, 

7. Notitia Parochialis. 6 vols. (Nos. 960-65). These 

returns give an account of the state of 1579 parish 
churches in the year 1705. 

8. Surveys of the Possessions of the See of Canterhury and of 

Peculiars. 3 vols. These are kept separate from the 

possessions of the other sees, deans, and chapters. 

The volumes contain some original surveys, and some 

transcripts. 
The above summary gives the titles of the Lambeth 
"Eecords," as distinguished from the MSS.^ 
The following are the regulations now in force : — 

Eegulations. 

1. With the exception of the periods named in regulation No. 2, 
the library is open to the public on Mondays, Wednesdays, 
Thursdays, and Fridays from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. ; from April to July 
(both months inclusive) until 5 p.m. ; and during the forenoon of 
Tuesdays. 

1 Mr. Kershaw then describes the yarioos ecclesiastical, manorial, 
heraldic, historical, and antiquarian MSS. contained in the library, 
not being ** records " themselves. 
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2. The library is closed during the week commencing with Easter 
Day, for seven days computed from Christmas Day, and for a period 
of six weeks from about the first day of September in every 
year. 

3. Extracts from the MSS. or printed books are allowed to be 
made freely, but in case of a transcript being desired of a w7u>le MS. 
or printed book, the consent of the archbishop must be previously 
obtained. 

4. Permission to copy illuminated MSS. and rare engravings can 
only be obtained on submission of the applicant's name to the 
Archbishop. 

5. MSS. are only lent out by an order signed by the Archbishop, 
and with a bond of £50 or £100 for their return within six months or 
on demand. 

The foregoing Regulations have been approved hy the Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners for England, in pursuance to an Order in Council^ 
June, 1880. 



Ettles fob Lending Books. 

1. Except under special permission, the loan of books will be 
restricted to the clergy and laity of the diocese of Canterbury, and 
to persons residing within the parish of Lambeth, the borough of 
Southwark, and the city and liberties of Westminster. 

2. All applications for the loan of books must be countersigned by 
a beneficed clergyman, who must certify to his personal knowledge of 
the applicant. 

3. Every one desiring to borrow must obtain from the Librarian 
the prescribed forms, and all applications for the removal of books 
must be made to the Librarian in person, or by some trustworthy 
representative, authorized in writing hy the applicant, to receive 
them, 

4. Except by special permission, not more than two volumes to be 
borrowed at the same time, and such volumes must be returned to the 
Librarian within two months from the date of removal. 

5. If any volume or volumes of a set be defaced, injured, or lost, 
such volume or volumes shall be replaced by others of equal value 
and in similar condition. 

6. Works of reference, books of prints, works of an earlier date 
than 1700 A.D., pamphlets and such books as in the discretion of the 
Librarians cannot easily be replaced, can only be consulted in the 
Library. 

7. Every one borrowing books shall sign, on behalf of himself or 
the person he represents, a declaration assenting to the foregoing 
rules; books can be lent out and returned only during library 
hours. 
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THE HERALDS' COLLEGE. 

This building is situate in Queen Victoria Street, and was 
formerly entered from Bennet*s Hill, Doctors' Commons. It 
is the sole remaining public o£B.ce supported entirely by fees ; 
the salaries of its thirteen officials being nominal, and 
amounting in the aggregate to little more than £200 per annum. 
Here is preserved the largest and most valuable genealogical 
and heraldic collection in this or in any other country in 
the world, the College having been incorporated by charter 
from King Eichard III. There are two classes of documents 
preserved here : the Eecords and the collections. The former 
comprise — (1) the series of books called Visitation Books, 
containing the pedigrees and arms of the nobility and gentry 
of the kingdom, from 21st Henry VEII. to the latter end of 
the seventeenth century, taken under royal commission, the 
first being issued in 2l8t Henry VIII. and the last in 2nd James II. 
(2) Books of Modem Records. These contain the miscellaneous 
pedigrees of the nobility and gentry which have been recorded 
since the discontinuance of the Visitations. (3) Books of 
Pedigrees and Arms of Peers, compiled pursuant to the standing 
orders of the House of Lords of 11th May, 1767. (4) Books of 
Pedigrees and Arms of Baronets, under a royal warrant of 3rd 
December, 1783, **for correcting and preventing abuses in the 
Order of Baronets." (6) Funeral Certificates. These contain 
attested accounts of the time of death, place of burial, and of 
the marriages and issue of the several members of the nobility 
and gentry whose funerals were attended by the Officers of 
Arms or their deputies. (6) Books containing accounts of Royal 
Marriages, Coronations, Funerals, &c., &c. (7) Books called 
** Earl Marshal's Books,*' from the time of Queen Elizabeth, con- 
taining entries of such instruments and warrants under the royal 
sign manual as relate to the arms of the blood royal, licenses 
from the crown for change of name or arms, or for acceptance of 
foreign honours, &o., &c. (8) Grants of Arms. These comprise 
the grants of armorial bearings down to the present day. 
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The above are the official records of the College, made by the 
proper officers in the regular exercise of their duty, and are 
admissible as evidence in the courts of law. 

Of the second class of documents, *^ the Collections/' it is 
only necessary to state that they consist of some two or three 
thousand volumes of manuscript, the accumulated labour of 
Glover, Camden, Vincent, Philpot, Dugdale, Le Neve, Walker, 
St. George, Harrison, Heard, Warburton, Townshend, Brooke, 
Anstis, Bigland, Courthope, Beltz, Pulman, Young, King, Oollen, 
and other distinguished and skilful members of the College, to 
say nothing of purchases, such as the collection of Parish 
Eegisters of the late Col. Chester, &c., &c., &c. 

Access to the College is much easier and the fees much lighter 
than people generally suppose. An ordinary search upon a 
personal application is 5«.; if by correspondence, the fee is 
10«. 6d.; a general search through the records, £2. 28.; and a 
general search through the records and the collections, £5. 5s, — 
fees by no means out of proportion, when the time and the trouble 
involved is taken into consideration. Transcripts of pedigrees are 
charged 5«. for each generation shown on the pedigree, an extra 
charge being made for a sketch of the arms, which charge, of 
course, varies according to the number of quarterings, &c. 

An application to the College is made in one or the other of 
two modes. A perfect stranger would present himself in the 
public office, where he would find the herald and pursuivant, who 
happen to have, in rotation, the turn of waiting for that month, 
and the fact of his application to them gives them the sole right to 
the transaction of the business. A person, on the other hand, who 
has a knowledge of an individual officer of the College, either on 
the score of personal acquaintance or through the recommendation 
of a common friend, would make his application to that officer in 
his private apartment, who, in like manner, would have a right to 
the transaction of his peculiar business in the same manner that 
the professors of law, medicine, &c., &c., have. But a searcher 
will probably know the name of some herald or pursuivant as 
being himself interested in the county or district whence he comes, 
e.ff.f Mr. Athill is specially conversant with the Eastern Counties, 
and in that case it is far best to go direct to the specialist.

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One thing I can say, of mj own knowledge, that the officers 
are far more conscientious and careful than they used to be, and 
nowadays very seldom pass fudged pedigrees, as formerly was 
the case. I believe the number of absurd questions put to the 
officers in charge passes all limit. Of course, one can readily 
understand that the new man, whose successful trading has 
taught him he can — or ought to — get anything by paying for it, 
should expect that on paying here a perfect pedigree Norman 
for choice, can be turned out for him on demand, without the 
necessity of any research ; but I must own to being amused the 
other day on hearing that the august authorities are not 
infrequently addressed by children and other collectors of ** coats 
of arms" and '* crests" from envelopes, who seem to consider the 
College a sort of wholesale and retail emporium of stamped 
stationery. 

The inclusive charge for a Grant of Arms^ is £76. 10«., in- 
cluding all fees except for 'pictures' which cost from £1. U. to 
£5. 58, each, and are very dear at that. Some people who want 
to change their name under the directions of a will or settlement, 
are under the mistaken idea that they must get the Boyal 
License or an Act of Parliament to enable them to do so. This 
is not the case unless the will or settlement under which the 
change is to be made specially directs any particular process, in 
which case it is most followed, as it is well-established law that a 
man may change his surname of his '^mere motion" (though it is 
wiser to do so by deed enrolled in Chancery for safe custody, 
supplemented by an advertisement in The Timea)^ but if anyone 
has the desire to waste money in a lordly way, he can do so 
through the College for about £100: both the War Office 
and the Civil Service, however, now recognising the enrol- 
ment and advertisement. The mistake probably arose ^

**ff " or the " Ff," which is only the capital F, in front, and who vulgarly 
re-adopt the * de ' which ancestors may or not have borne.

Something also might be said 
about the ignoramuses who use two crests. 
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from the fact that a royal license is necessary to adopt the arms 
of another family, and the arms and name are generally changed 
by the same instrument. 

I have elsewhere referred to the Calendar of the Arundel 
MSS. belonging to the College, which was printed by Sir 
0. G. Toung. This is, I think, the only printed catalogue of 
MSS. lodged here. 

No catalogue or index has ever been published of the contents 
of the College, nor have the QjQicers of Arms ever considered 
themselves called upon to issue, as they most certainly ought to 
do, a list of those persons who are, and those persons who are 
notf entitled to armorial bearings. Many of the earlier Visi- 
tations have been copied, more or less accurately, rather less 
than more, and are to be found in the British Museum and other 
libraries. The greatest number of them have been printed by 
the Harleian and other societies. Of these I think the following 
is a fairly correct list : —

Mr. Eylands has published a work, called Disclaimers at 
the MeraM Visitations, which is of great interest; but the 
reader must not hastily conclude that all the four thousand odd 
who dii^claimed had not a legal right to arms, for in many cases 
the disclaimer was made to save the heralds' fees, or from 
political reasons, or because the person had evidently been 
summoned in error. 

The Funeral Certificates, already referred to (p. 94), are very 
valuable records, and give a mass of information about the 
family of the buried man ; an extensive series is amongst the 
records in the Heralds' College. 

The chief works on Heraldry likely to be useful to the student 
are Elvin's Dictionary/ of Heraldry (1889, 2500 illustrations). 
Papworth's Ordinary of Bristol Armorials^ Burke's Armory, and 
Moulde's Bihilotheca Seraldica. Edmondson and the other more 
expensive works had better be consulted in some public 
library. Gatfield's Guide to Printed Books and MS 8, relating to 
Heraldry and Genealogy (Mitchell and Hughes, 1892), contain an 
immense mass of useful matter, 646 pp., double columns. The 
South Kensington Museum List of Books illustrating Heraldry 
is a useful work. 
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THE BODLEIAN LIBEAET, OXFORD.^ 

The Bodleian is open at 9 a.m. throughout the year, closing 
at 3 p.m. in January, 4 p.m. in February and March, 5 p.m. 
from April to July inclusive, 4 p.m. in August and to the end of 
October, and again at 3 p.m. in November and December. 
When there is a sermon before the University, some four or five 
times a year, it is not open till 11. It is closed on Sundays, on 
January Ist to 6th, Good Friday to end of Easter week. 
Ascension Day, Whii; Monday and Tuesday, Commemoration 
Day, on October 1st to 7th, November 7th and 8th (or 6th and 
7th when the 8th is a Sunday), and from Christmas Eve to the 
end of the year. 

Attached to the Bodleian is the KadclifPe Camera, which is, 
in effect, a separate reading-room in a building close to the 
Bodleian. This is open from 10 a.m. to 10 p.m. on all days 
except Sundays, the four days next before Easter, the three 
days ending on the first Saturday in July, the three days ending 
on the last Saturday in September, and on Christmas Day and 
three adjoining week days. 

Anyone working at the Bodleian, say in January, can give up 
his printed books or MSS. or charters to an attendant at 3 p.m. 
They will be carried across to the Eadcliffe, and he can then 
work up to 10 o'clock at night. 

A letter to Bodley's librarian, asking that a particular MS. 
might be sent over to the Eadcliffe, has enabled at least one 
student to run down to Oxford by an afternoon train, finish a 
severe piece of collation, and return to London the same night. 

All graduates of Oxford have the right of entry, but other 
persons are admitted to study on presenting a satisfactory 
recommendation. As to this and all other matters the authorities 
are exceedingly liberal and courteous. 

Turner's printed catalogue of Bodleian Charters has already 
been noticed. The MS. catalogue of the Library fills nearly 800

CAMBEIDGE UNIVERSITY LIBEARY. 

This is subject to a series of cramped and illiberal rules. 
Persons, not being members of the imiversity, desiring tickets 
of admission to the library, are required to present to the 
Syndicate letters from two members of the Senate, certifying 
that the applicant is known to them to be a student in some 
specified subject, and is a fit and proper person to be admitted to 
the library. 

A person thus favoured is permitted to use the library 
between the hours of 9 a.m. and 1 p.m. on Saturdays, and 
10 a.m. and 2 p.m. on other days, except on the days when the 
library is re-opened or is closed for any quarter. Permissions 
do not entitle the holder to have access to the locked cases of 
very rare and early printed books, and the permits expire on the 
20th of October of each year. 

The library is closed on the following days: — December 
24th to 28th inclusive, Ash Wednesday, from the Thursday 
before to the Tuesday after Easter inclusive, Ascension Day, 
Monday after Whitsun Day, Sundays and Public Fasts or 
Thanksgivings, 15th to 30th of September inclusive, two days 
after the other three Quarter Days. 

A very poor catalogue of the MSS. in the University Library 
was published at the University Press in 1846, in 5 vols. 8vo., 
with an index by Luard in 1857. The Parker MSS. in the

Facile prmceps for important MSS. and rare books 
is Bernard Quaritch of 15, Piccadilly, who though necessarily 
high in his prices, is more of a librarian than a bookseller, for he 
will often freely allow access to his treasures, and sometimes {erede 
experto) even lend them to a non-buyer. Ridler, of 45, Book- 
sellers' Row, follows respectfully in Quaritch's wake, and his 
catalogues, which are low priced, sell out speedily, so should be 
attended to at once. Sotheran and Co. (late Willis and 
Sotheran) ; J. Reader, Orange Street ; Dobell, 77, Charing Cross 
Road; Rimell, 91, Oxford Street; Edwardes, Marylebone Road; 
and Reeves and Turner, both of the Strand, also deal largely 
{inter alia) in antiquarian works. For County Histories in good 
bindings, Bain of 1, Haymarket; Toovey of 177, Piccadilly; and 
Walford of 320, Strand, are renowned, while bargains may often 
be picked up from the catalogues of D. Nutt, 270, Strand; Bull and 
Auvache, 35, Hart Street (specially for Roman Catholic works) ; 
U. Maggs, 159, Church Street, Paddington; Russell Smith of 
Soho Square ; H. Gray, 47, Leicester Square ; Burn and Gates 
(Roman Catholic), Orchard Street, W. ; J. Nield, 14, Great Russell 
Street; J. Westell, Oxford Street (Protestant); Coleman of 
Tottenham Terrace, makes a speciality of MS. deeds and charities.

sayde he I knowe not where she is, or whether that she be livinge or 
deade. And then beinge asked agayne who should have the rest of 
his goods (by the saide Thomas Parker) he sayd Frances ther, mean- 
in ge Frances Parker beinge his keper in all his sicknes and then ther 
present whome he intended then to have marryed they beinge bothe 
assured together, and havinge then bought and mad ther mariadge 
apparell ; but that God prevented it by his sayde sicknes and deathe. 
And this is the whole substance and effect of his saide disposition of 
all his goods which he often repeated before these, beinge wittnes 
thereto — Thomas Parker the elder, Thomas Parker the yonger, and 
Hellen PoUerd, with other more. This will was proved 28 November, 
1582, and administration was granted to Frances Parker.
